M. Grand- 
father, after having turn'd Proteſtant, 
1 came and ſettled in the Electorate of 
1 Brandenburg, where he was kindly receiv'd, and 
advanc'd to the chief Employments by the E- 
lector Frederic-Milliam, who made him Maſter 
of the Horſe, Miniſter of State, Chamberlain, 
Major-General, Colonel of his Guards, and C 
mandant at Berlin. His Brother who came along 
with him had alſo a ſhare of his Favour; for he 
vas made Colonel of a Regiment of Horſe; Eieu- 
Ftenant-General, and Governor of Lipftadt. They 
both married, but the only one that left Male 
Iſſue was my Grandfather, who by Eleonora of

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Naſſau, Daughter to Prince Maurice of F< 
had two Sons, and two Daughters. This however 
prov d a very unſuitable Match ; for my Grand-

each other created a Miſunderſtanding between 
them, that amounted almoſt to a ſtaunch Hatred.

1 of England. Our Elector, after burying his firſt 1 
1 Wife the Princeſs of Hee, marry'd his ſecend 
1 on the 28th of September 1684, When he was 
'Y only the Electoral Prince. The latter Princeſs, 
| from what Lineage ſoever Heaven had ſent 
Al her, had Qualities that would have procur'd her 
1 reſpect: Her Beauty was regular, and tho' ſhe 
4 was but little in ſtature, her Air was majeſtic. 
ii She ſpoke all the Languages of Europe that are 
Þ in preſent uſe, with eaſe, and was ſo good as 
BD to converſe with 'all Foreigners in their own 
1 Tongue. She underſtood Hiſtory, Natural 
x _ Philoſophy, and Divinity; but with Knowledge 
1 ſo extenſive, ſne was extremely careful to avoid 
5 the reputation of being Learned. As fond as ſhe 
l | was of Reading, ſhe was not an enemy to Plea- 
| ſures. She lov'd Mufic, Dancing, and Plays; 
AM and by her command, Comedies were often re- 
; preſented, in which ſometimes - ſhe did not diſ- 
dain to be an Actreſs. Her regard for all who * 
excell'd in any Art drew them to her Court, in 
which Politeneſs bore ſway, as much as in any 
other Court of Europe. Of all things in the 
world ſhe had nothing near ſo much at heart as 
the Education of her Son the EleQoral Prince, 
whom ſhe lov'd tenderly, and omitted nothing 
to inſpire him with all the Ideas that might here- 
after render him as exalted in Sentiments as he 
was to be in Power: And the young Prince on 8 
his part ſeem'd to make a ſuitable return for the n 
Princeſs's care of him. Z 
While the Court was thus addicted to Plea- 
ſures and Feaſtings, they gave themſelves little or 
no trouble about the Affairs of Government ;' ſo 
that Dankelman- the Prime Miniſter bore the 
weight of all, He had then the Elector's intire 
5 Confidence, 
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= Confidence, and ſo abſolute an aſcendant over 
his mind, that he was ſuppos'd to be perfectly ſe- 
cure againſt the diſgraces to which Favourites are 
commonly expos' d. The Favour he ſtood in, was 
owing to the moſt important Service that! tis poſ- 
ſible for a Subject to render to his Sovereign: 
For one day when this Prince (as yet only the 
Prince Electoral) was drinking Coffee with his 
Mother- in- law the Electoreſs, he was taken ſo ill 
on a ſudden that he was oblig' d to retire to his A- 
| partment, where he was ſeiz'd with Convulſions 
X which threaten'd his Life. It happen'd that Dan- . 
Lelman then the Secretary of his Diſpatches was the 
only Perſon at hand, to relieve him: He open'd 
a Box in which there were certain Antidotes, and 
having given him ſeveral Doſes, for want of a 
a Surgeon and a Lancet he open'd a Vein with a 
Penknife; and his management was attended with 
ſuch good ſucceſs, that tlie Prince, after having 
had a hearty Vomit, found himſelf quite out of 
Xx An Event of this nature could not but make a 
great Noiſe: The Vulgar eſpecially, who are fond 
of nothing ſo much as what is extraordinary, 
thought that the Prince's Indiſpoſition did not 
proceed from a natural Cauſe, but imagin'd that 
the EleCtoreſs's tenderneſs for the Margraves her : 
Sons was reaſon good enough to ſuſpect, that ſhe 
wanted to get rid of the Prince her Son-in-law,, 
which was to be ſure the ſhorteſt way to let them 
into the Succeſſion. The Electoral Prince's re- 
treat to the Court of the Landgrave of Heſe- 
Caſſel ſeem'd to give a Sanction alſo to a Suſpicion 
of that ſort; But be this as it will, the Prince _ 
ſtay'd there ſeveral years, during which he mar- I 
ried the Landgrave's Siſter, by whom he had. 
only one Daughter, who marry'd in 1700, to 
_ A. 1 the 
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the Hereditary Prince. of Hee, now King of 
 Dankelman. was artful enough to make his ad- 
vantage of this happy Incident of having fav'd 
his Maſter's Life: He ſtuck cloſer to him than 


ever; and that grateful Prince, as ſoon as he came 


to the Electoral Dignity, made him his prime 
Miniſter, and conferr'd all the marks of Friend- 
{ſhip on him, that *tis poſſible for any Subject to 


aſpire to; inſomuch that Dankelman giving the 


Elector to underſtand one day, that he fear d his 
Favour would be of no long duration, this 
Prince was ſo good natur'd, or ſo weak as to 


fortify him as far as was in the power of the moſt 


ſolemn Oaths ®, Dankelman was ſo credulous as 
fo truſt to thoſe Proteſtations; and forgetting that 
the moſt ſolid . Friendſhip of Princes connot be 


proof againſt their Inconſtancy or Caprice, he 
thought himſelf above the reach of Fate, and be- 
| hav'd like a Man that had nothing to fear. But 


the little care he took to gain People's Love, and 
the ever odious Titles of Miniſter and Favourite, 
made him ſoon hated by the whole Court. The 
Elector himſelf began by degrees to be out of 


conceit with him; for their Tempers were incom- WM 
patible; the Miniſter being covetous, and the 


Prince a Man of Pomp and Expence; and he 
was ſo perpetually teaz d with the Remonſtrances 


of Dankelman, that he hated him in his heart long 


before he durſt make it appear. The Miniſter 


too much elated with his Favour, and not ſo 


careful to pleaſe his Maſter as to cenſure his Ac- 
tions, thought himſelf able to preſerve the ſame 
aſcendant over him, or at leaſt, did not think the

This Dutchy had deen mortga gd by Spain, as | 
Security for conſiderable Sums which were owing, 
by that Crown to the EleQor, who in conſequence 
put his Troops to quarter'there for the Winter. 
Te Durch, to whom Spain was'a Debtor, in like 
manner, would gladly alſo have had that Dutchy 
made over to them, as Security for their Debt; 
which not being to be done without the evacua- 
tion of our 'Troops, the matter was propos'd to 
Dankelman, who, whether he was ſurpriz'd, or 
brib'd, gave his conſent to it. This was imputed

Such, Madame, was the Seste of our Court i in 
my early years, It began to fliew its Supetiority 
cover almoſt all the Courts of Germany, by the <4 
fluenee it had uphn the Affairs of Europe : But that' 
whieh added new Luftre to it, was the erecting 
the Dutchy of Pruſſia into a Kingdom. The 
firſt Hint of this was given by France to Frederic 
William; but that Elector, whether it was owing 
to ſome Obſtacles that he foreſaw, or to the little 
Advantage he thought to reap from it, was 
not willing to put the Project in execution. His 
Son too perhaps would have miſcarried in it, 
had it not been for the Situation of Affairs in 
Europe, on account of the Spaniſh Succeſſion.

bear that the Prince of Orange, who had always 
been his Inferior, ſhou'd carry it to him in ſuch. 
a lofty manner, after Fortune had rais'd him to 
the Throne of England ; and from that time he 
reſolved to be a King too. 

. Dankelman the then Prime Aer, Th 05 
cou'd not foreſee the Situation that Europe was 
in ſome Years after, would fain have diverted 
the EleQor from a Project which he thought a 

rfect Chimera; he put him in mind of the 
Dickeulties Fame iam met with in it, and 
of the Reaſons he had to refuſe the Offers which 
France made to him on that head; he ſhew'd - 
him that the ſame Reaſons were: ſtill ſubſiſting, 
and reinforc'd by yet greater Difficulties ; and 
that it was Madneſs to attempt a Thing, the Suc- 
ceſs whereof was neither certain nor advantageous, 
his Rank being ſo near a-kig to Royalty, that he 
would be never the better for the Title. But the 
Elector had the refuſal of the Arm-chair too 
much at heart to hearken to any Reaſons that 
could be brought againſt his Deſi ign, and ſent 
Dankelman, his Miniſter's Brother, to Vienna, 
to impart to the Emperor the Scheme which he.

This is without diſpute one of the fineſt Cities 
in all the united Provinces. Tis ſituate in the 


ancient Channel of the Rhine: The Streets which 


are broad and very long, are extremely neat, and 
are for the moſt part divided by -Canals, that are 
of a great Convenieney to its Trade, which con- 
fiſts chiefly in Woollen Cloth, whereof the City 
of Leyden makes more than any other Town in 
Holland. There's a Lihrary alſo in this City, 
which is a very good Collection of the moſt curi- 
ous printed Volumes, and a great Number of very 
ſcarce old MSS. Here is likewiſe a Phyſic- Garden 
worth ſeeing, and eſpeeially a Hall for Anatomies 
in which there is all manner of Curioſities. This 
City ſuſtain'd a Siege by the Spaniards in 1574, 


when the Dutch ſhook off their Tyrants Yoke. 


During this the City was reduc'd to the laſt Ex- 
tremity, the Siege having continu'd from Eafter 
to the 3d of October, when the Spaniards were 
oblig'd to retire. Tho' Leyden is a very pretty 
City, yet I take it to be one of the dulleſt 
Places in all Holland to live in; for go where 
one will, we meet with ſuch ſickly Countenan- 
ces as makes one melancholy to ſee them:

the inſide of their Houſes every Week without 
fail, together with the Furniture of the Kitchen ; 
fo that they are always in the Suds. Tis true, that 
without this Care every thing would grow mouldy 
and ſpoil, as Foreigners have very often experi- 
enc'd, who, how loth foever to comply with MW 
this fort of Slavery, which they thought only 
the Faſhion of the Country, were ſoon oblig'4 
to ſubmit to it: And I believe, that were it not 
for this Neceſlity of always waſhing, the Dutch 
wou'd not. loſe fo much Time about it; for in 
other reſpects I have not obſerv'd 'em ſo nice. 
Theſe People wear a Shirt for a Fortnight very 
well under a naſty, greaſy Woollen Waiſtcoat: 
And their manner of eating is as ſlovenly; for 
the Generality know no: Forks. but their Fin- 
gers, wherewith they ſcoop up the Salled ſwim-

Of all the Public Buildings at Amſterdam, the 
Stadthouſe is certainly the moſt magnificent.

which like the Stadt- houſe is frequently expos'd 

to the Rage and Riots of a. People as turbulent 
as the Amſterdamers. T heſe ſeven Porticoes lead 
to two Gates at the Foot of the Grand Stair-Caſe. 

J don't pretend, Madame, to give you all the 

particular Beauties of this Structure, being not 

acquainted enough with the Rules, or even the 

Terms of Architecture, to preſume to enter into 

W any Deſcription of this nature; therefore I ſhall 

& confine myfelf to what moſt ſtrikes the Eye. 

: The Pediment of the principal Front was to 
my mind well fancy'd. *Tis adorn'd with a Re- 
lievo of white. Marble, in which a Woman is re- 
preſented ſupporting the Arms of the City. 
There is alſo a Neptune, ſome Figures of Heroes, 
Lions, Unicorns, and the whole is of admirable 
Workmanſhip. 'This Pediment is crown'd with 
three fine Statues of Braſs, which denote Juſtice, - 
Power and Plenty. On the very Top of this 
whole Building there's a Tower in form of a 
Dome, Here is a very fine Clock and Chimes, 
which area pretty Amuſement for ſuch as are fond 
of that ſort of Muſic. „„ fo 

The inſide of this Houſe is every part of it 
very magnificent, The Chamber where they 

| paſs Sentence on Criminals is lin'd throughout 

with Marble, and adorn'd with Baſſo-Relievo's, 

_ repreſenting all the Emblems and Attributes of 
Juſtice, That which is moſt admir'd there is a 
fine Marble Statue repreſenting Themis. This 
Room is rais'd very high, and a little too dark; 
yet *tis ſo contriv'd, that all the People in the 
Square may ſee the Criminals try'd. The three 

Porticoes at the. Entrance anſwer to the three 

- Windows 
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Windows of this Hall, which Windows inſtead 
of Glaſs, have noble Bars of Braſs curiouſly 
wrought. 

The Great Hall is another ſtately Room, to 
which there's an Aſcent by a large Stair-Caſe 
with two Flights. All the Walls are lin'd with 
Baſſo. Relievo's of Marble, intermix'd with fine 
Paintings. There are two Galleries or Corridors 
at the two ends of the Hall, which lead to A- 
partments on the right and left. In theſe Cham- 
bers are kept the ſeveral Offices relating to Af- 
fairs of the City. The Juriſdiction or Province 
of each Chamber is inſcrib'd over the Door ; 
and the Affairs there treated, are repreſented in 
magnificent Baſſo-Relievo'ss In one of theſe 
Rooms, ſuch Perſons as are not of the Reform'd 
Religion are oblig'd to be married before the 
Echevin, or elſe they are condemn'd in a Fine; 
and according to the Laws, their Marriage is to 
be reckon'd null and void. 

In the Town-Houſe is kept the famous Bank, 
which is the Repoſitory of ſuch a vaſt Treaſure, 
Prodigious Arches and huge double Bars of Iron 
before the Windows, render it inacceſſible. The 
Vaults are admirable, being built upon Piles in 
the middle of the Water, and yet ſo dry as if 
they were cut out of a Rock. One part of theſe 
Vaults ſerves for containing the immenſe Wealth, 
the other for confining Criminals. I had the 
Curioſity to go and ſee thoſe Dungeons, which 
are all very lightſome and kept very neat; and in 
ſpite of the Proverb, they may be ſaid to. be very 
nne Priſons, 

After I had been at the Town-Houſe, I went 
to viſit the Square where the Merchants aſſemble 
about the Affairs of their Trade from Noon till 
half an. Hour paſt one o'clock. This Square, 
which 1s longer tian: * tis broad, Is: furrounded 
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by Free- ſtone Pillars, for ſhelter in caſe of Rain; 
and is call'd the Bourſe or Exchange. Here are 
Merchants of all Nations, the diverſity of whoſe 
Habits and Languages is as pleaſing as the Beau- 
ty of the Place; and eſpecially the Hurry thoſe 
People are in that are call'd Brokers, who are the 
Men employ'd by the great Merchants to traffick 
the Bills of Exchange, or to tranſact their other 
Affairs. To ſee them ſeowering from one to the 
other all about this Square, there's no body but 
wou'd think they were mad. „ 94

Every body ſticks to Trade, and the Gratifica- - 


tion of their Avarice is their whole Study. The 


Generality with their immenſe. Wealth live like 


Miſers; 


with a large open Gallery or Corridor, ſupported | 
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houſe for laying up ſuch Merchandize as comes. 
from the Indies. In the latter there is all the ne- 
ſceſſary Rigging for fitting out a Fleet to Sea. 
The India Company have their ſeparate: Arſe- 
Wnal, which is in nothing inferior to that of the. 
States. In this City there are Hoſpitals alſo of 
every Kind very well maintain'd, and Houſes of 
Correction for. both Sexes. Amſterdam. is the 
Place of Refuge for Sects of all Denominations, 


there, wherein they exerciſe. their Religion, but 
the Calvini/ts and Lutherans only are allow'd the. 
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Miſers; and all their Happineſs, their Pleaſure; 
and their Pride conſiſts in having a great deal of 
Money: They think of nothing but how to 
© acquire Riches; and they look upon every 
Man that lives genteelly as a Prodigal. As to 
the Dutch Freedom, I don't believe there's a 
Place where it bears greater Sway than at An- 
fterdam, Tis true, that this fo much boaſted 
Liberty ſerves very often but to render the Ci- 
tizens infolent with impunity 3 for there is not 
| a Serub but thinks himſelf as good a Man as the 


beſt in the Country : Foreigners have ſometimes 


much ado to bear it, they being often abus'd 
without daring to complain ; for it coſts ſo much 


to obtain Juſtice here, that People had rather 


put up with an Inſult, than ſeek- a Remedy by 
due Courſe of Law. The Attorneys and Solici- 
tors of this City outdo thoſe of all other Coun- 
tries in flattering their Clients to their Ruin, and 
moſt of this Gentry cut a great Figure, have no-

From Amſterdam I went to HARLEM *, which 
is but three Leagues. Heretofore, while the Ca- 
tholic Religion ſubſiſted in this Country, it was 
a Biſhopric, Suffragan of Utrecht, The Town 
ſtands but a League from the Sea, or rather up- 
on its Shore, the Sea having overflow'd a con- 
ſiderable part of the Country, which forms a 
Lake, now call'd the Harlem Meer, or Sea of 
Harlem.

he was alſo at Delf shaun, where he found his 
Vatcht, follow'd by ſeveral others that had been 
ſent to him from the Hague. Theſe. attended 
the King to Delft, where his Coaches ſtaid for 
him, with which he came to his Palace of the Od 
Court.

There he found a Guard of fourſcore Men, 
with a Captain and a Pair of Colours. His Majeſty

William of England. Thither I follow'd the 
King, . who ftaid there till he had receiv'd Ad- 
vice, that the Prince of Naſſau, Governor of 
Friſeland, was to come from the Army in Flan- 
ders to the Hague, there to make an end of 
the Differences betwixt him and his Majeſty a- 
bout the Succeſſion to the Family 
of which that Prince took the Title, by virtue of 
the laſt Will and Teſtament of the late King of 
England, the laſt Prince of the ſaid Family. The 
King had been expecting him for ſome days, 
when a Courier arriv'd with the News, that the 
Prince was drown'd in the Paſſage of the Moer- 
dyke. Having embark'd there with his Retinue 
to paſs the Stryen-Sas, he was not got above 
thirty or forty Paces from Shore, when a furi- 
ous Guſt of Wind - aroſe, by which the Veſſel 
was overſet and loſt, As the Sea ſwelld at the 
ſame time, and the Prince knew not how to 
ſwim, he could not get aſhore. Colonel Hikes 
who accompanied him was drown'd with him, 
and none but his Domeſtices eſcap'd. The un- 
fortunate-Prince was ſeen to hang by the Maſt 
of the Veſſel for ſome Moments, and there were 
ſome hopes of relieving him, had. it not been 
for a Wave, which drove by a Blaſt of Wind 
carried him off from the piece of Wood he clung 
to, and caſt him away. The Body of this Prince, 
who was very much regretted, was not found till 


about a Week after, in the very ſame place where 


the Veſlel happen'd to be caſt away. *T was car-

 T went thro' Doss EL DORF , the Capital of 
the Dutchy of Berg, which was then the Refi. 
dence of the Elector Palatine, who, it muſt be 

noted, was the firſt of the Palatine Electors that 

liv'd here; for the Electors commonly reſided 
heretofore at Heidelberg or Manheim. The E- 
lector John-MWilliam had preferr'd Duſſeldorf to 
all. other Places, from an early liking that he 


took to that Town, of which he was Maſter, 


even in the Life-time of the Elector his Father; 
who when he married his Son to the Emperor 
Leopold's Siſter, yielded to him the Dutchies of 
Juliers and Berg, of which Duſſeldorſff is the Ca- 
pital City, and wou'd have been one of the fineſt 
in Germany, if the Emperor had liv'd long enough 
to put the great Projects which he had form'd in 
execution. This Prince had already begun to 
augment the City with one entire Quarter, the 
Streets whereof were as ſtrait as a Line; and 1 
ſaw the Plan of a new Palace that he intended 
to build, which wou'd certainly have been one 
of Europe's Grand Structures. As to that now 
at T the only beautiful part of it is that 
cCall'd the Gallery; tho' why it has that Name, 
I can't imagine, ſince nothing feſembles a Gallery 
lefs. It contains five Rooms, three of which 
are much bigger than the others. One of theſe 
Rooms is quite full of magnificent Paintings by the 
famous Rubens, In another there's a great num- 
ber of Paintings by Yan der Wer, a Dutch Pain- 
ter who died lately at the Hague. If a Man has 
ever ſo little Taſte or Skill in Painting, *tis im-

After having given you an Account of the E- 
lector's ſeveral Buildings, I fancy, Madame, 
that ſome ſhort Memoirs of his Family will not 
be diſagreeable to you. To be ſure you are not 
ignorant, that the Succeſſion of the Neubourg 
Family to the Dignity of Elector Palatine, is 
owing only to the Extinction of the Proteſtant 
Palatine Family, the laſt of which was the E 
lector Charles, who left but one Siſter, married 
to MonsituR Philip of France, Duke of Or- 
leans, Brother to Lewis XIV, Philip-William 
Duke of Neubourg, the Father of him whom 1 
have had the Honour of mentioning to you, was 
the firſt Elector of this Branch. This Prince, 
who had a numerous Family, match'd them to 
the chief Crowns of Europe, and he had no leſs 
than four Princes and five Princeſſes. | 
The eldeſt of the Princes was the Elector John- 
Willam of Neubourg, who married to his firſt 
Wife an Archdutcheſs of Auftria, Siſter to the 
Emperor Leopold, by whom he had no Iſſue. 
He married to his ſecond Wife Anne-Mary- 
Louiſa of Medicis, Daughter to Caſino- III. Great 
Duke of Tuſcany; but having no more Iſſue by 
this Match than by the former, he took the 
Hereditary Prince of Sultzbach to his — — 
| where 
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where he was brought up as the Heir of his Fa- 
mily, in caſe that himſelf and the Princes his 
Brothers died without Male Iſſue. This young 
Prince was then look'd upon as the Electoral 
Prince, and receiv'd all the Honours as ſuch. The

at Fraucfort, they have a better Toleration than 
the Calviniſts, and have fine Synagogues ; where- 
as the Caluiniſts do not enjoy the free Exerciſe of 
their Religion, the Magiſtrates and moſt of the 
Inhabitants being Lutherans, m. 

The City of Francfort is one of the firſt that 
embrac'd the Opinions of Luther, which pre-

ſently occaſion'd a Revolt: For the Inhabitants 
demanding the free Exerciſe of Lutheraniſm, and 
the Clergy and Senate vigorouſly oppoſing it, 
there was an Inſurrection, in which the Inhabi- 
tants hiving the Advantage, they depos'd the 
Senate, and eſtabliſh'd a ſort of Magiſtracy com- 
pos'd of twenty-four, taken from the Body of 
the Populace. Theſe. Acts of Violence had ſuch 
fatal Conſequences, that at laſt in 1530 the Cit 
embrac'd the Confeſſion of Augsbourg, -enter'd 
into the League of Smalcald, and had a ſhare in 
the other Calamities which afflicted the Empire. 
*T was beſieg d twice in 1552, by Maurice E- 
lector of Saxony, and by Albert Margrave of 
Brandenburg, ſurnam'd the Alcibiades of Ger- 
many, who made himſelf Maſter of it; but it 
ſoon after recover'd its Liberty, and ſince that 
time has increas'd very much. The Elections 
and Coronations of the Emperors render it a very 
conſiderable. Place. Theſe two Grand Ceremonies 
are perform'd in the Church of St. Bartholomew, 
which is a vile, little, dark Building, very im- 
proper, in ſhort, for Solemnities of that fort. 
The Imperial Feaſt is kept on the very Day af 
the Coronation, in the Great Hall of the Town- 
houſe, which is indeed a very wide but irregu- 
lar Room. The 'Town-houſe is call'd Romer: 
They ſay *twas anciently the Houſe of a private 
Gentleman, who made à Preſent of it to the 
City. If that be true, it may be ſaid the Gentle= 
man liv'd at large. 1 | . 
This City has conſiderable Fairs, which draw _ 
a great Number of Merchants to it and People 
of Quality. The River Main which falls into 
the Rhine near Mentz, is a great Advantage to 
its Commerce. This, Madame, is within a 
Trifle all that can be ſaid of Francfort, I am

Jar Account of the chief Circumſtances that atten- 
ded the Election and Coronation of the Emperor. 
The Conferences for the Election were open'd 
on the 25th of Auguſt, and held from nine 
o'clock in the Morning till Noon, The Pleni- 
potentiaries of the abſent Electors therein com- 
municated their full Powers, and referr'd them 
to the Elector of Mentz, who afterwards made a 
Speech upon what had given occaſion to that 
Auguſt Aſſembly. In this firſt Seſſion it was re- 
ſolv d, that every thing there treated of ſhou'd be 
kept ſecret ; and then they adjourn'd. 0] 
* The March of the Electors of Mentz and 
| Triers to and from the Town-houſe was ver 
grand. The firſt was Lotharius-Francis de Schon- 
Dorn, of the Family of the Counts of Schon- 
Born; and the ſecond was Charles-Foſeph de Lor- 
rain, who was of the Lorrain Family, and died 
in 1715, on the 4th of December, Theſe two 
Princes rode each in a great Coach, cover'd with 
black Cloth, attended by all their Houſhold and 
Guards in cloſe Mourning. 
The Equipages of the Ambaſſadors of the ab- 
ſent Electors were very ſpruce, eſpecially the E- 
quipages of the Ambaſſadors of Saxony, who had 
alſo the Honour to have with them their Maſter's 
Son, who went by the Name of the Count of ¶ pi 
Luſatia. Beſides, the King of Poland had gi- 
ven them his own Equipage, and permitted them Wl w 
to cloath their Domeſtics in his Livery, te 
The Ambaſſadors whom the King (of Pruſſia) P 
ſent in quality of Elector of Brandenburg, ap- te 
pear'd likewiſe with a Splendor worthy of the v 
Prince whom they repreſented. They were the Ml tc 
Count de Dhona and M. Henning; but the for- v 
mer had the Honours of the Embaſſy. This Mi- a 
niſter appear'd with a Train of 40 Gentlemen of MW 1: 
the King's Bed-chamber ; he had 5 Coaches _ t.

by ſix Horſes each, * Pages, thirty-ſix Foot- 
men and two Swſs. Henning, who was ap- 

pointed to attend to the Buſineſs, had not the Satiſ- 
faction to ſee the Succeſs of theſe Aſſemblies; for 
having in the very firſt Seſſion ſpoke with great 
Zeal for the Intereſts of his Country, he heated 
himſelf to ſuch a degree, that he found himſelf out 
of Order when he came home; and that very 
Night he had a Fit of an Apoplexy of which 
he died next day. The Count de Metternich 
was appointed to ſupply his Place. No body 
was fitter to ſerve the King in the Aſſembly at 
Francfort than this Nobleman, who had in ſe- 
veral Embaſſies acquir'd a great Knowledge of 
the Affairs of the Empire; and particularly in the 
Embaſſy at Ratisbon, in which he was employ'd a 
long time. 5 > 5 
As ſoon as the Conferences were open'd, the 
Foreign Miniſters, viz. the Pope's Nuncio, the 
Envoys of Savoy and of the other Princes of 1taly, 
the Envoy Extraordinary of the States General, 
and thoſe of the Princes of the Empire, notify'd 
their Arrival to the Electoral College, and ſent 
the Credentials to the Chancery, which ' was 
kept at the Palace of the Elector of Mentæ, that 


| Prince being by Birth Chancellor of the Em- 


ire. | 
l At the beginning of theſe Conferences there 
were ſome Difficulties ſtarted, relating to the Pre- 
tentions of the Nuncio and Nephew of the then 
Pope Clement XI. who pretended that the Elec- 
tors ſhould pay him the firſt Viſit; and that 
when he return'd it to them, they were bound 
to give him the Right Hand. The Electors 
were very much ſtartled at the Nuncio's Demand, 
and publickly refus'd to ſubſcribe to ſuch Claims 
ſo that no Viſit was made on either fide, and 
the Nuncio only ſaw the EleQtors in a Garden 
„„ e wher

where they happen'd to meet by Chance. The 
Nuncio threaten'd he would proteſt againſt 
the Ninth Electorate eſtabliſh'd in favour of 
the Family of Brunſwic-Hanover, and againſt 

the Royal Dignity of Pruſſia ; but he was given 
to underſtand, that neither of his Proteſtations 
would avail any thing. And the Ambaſſadors 
of Pruſſia ſent him word in plain Terms, that 
if he offer d to proteſt againſt the Regal Dig- 
nity of their Maſter, the King would not fail 
to give Order to his Troops that were in Itah, 


to enter into the Eccleſiaſtic State, and to live at 


Diſcretion therein, as if it were an Enemy' 
Country. The Nuneio frighted by thoſe Me- 
naces, and thinking he already ſaw the © Pruſ- 
ſian Troops in his Holineſs's Territories, ſent 
his Secretary forthwith to the Ambaſſadors to 
aſſure them that he wou'd not proteſt ; that he 
never had a Thought nor Order for it ; that his 
. Holineſs had all the Reſpect and Efteem for the 
King their Maſter which ſo great a Prince de- 
| ſerv'd ; and that he would be glad to give Proof 
of it upon every Occaſion, 
The Electors of Cologn and Bavaria proteſted 
likewiſe againſt the Aſſembly, in caſe they were 
refus'd Admiſſion to the Conferences for the 
Election; but they were of no more avail than 
thoſe of the Nuncio. Thoſe Princes ſent their 
Proteſts by the Poſt, in form of Letters, direc- 


ted to the Count de Papenheim Marſhal of the 


Empire, and ſeal'd with an unknown Seal. The 
Situation thoſe Electors ſtood in at that time, did 
not permit them to cauſe their Proteſts to be pub- 
lich'd with the due Formalities, nevertheleſs 

they were ſoon made public. The Reſpect and 
Friendſhip People had for the illuſtrious Family 
ot Bavaria, made every body eager to have

On the 2d of October the Conferences being 
ended for that Day, the Magiſtrates and Heads 


of the Militia, went in a Body to the Town-houſe, 


to take the Oath preſcrib'd by the Golden Bull. 
They there found the Electors, who were at that 
time in Francfort, and the Ambaſſadors of the 
abſent EleQors, all fitting in Chairs of State, 


under a great Canopy of black Velvet. After the 


Oath was read, the Magiſtrates and the Officers 
of the Militia took it in preſence of the Elector 


of Tents, as did alſo the Citizens and the Garri- 


ſon, but the Ceremony was different ; for it was 
not taken in the 'Town-houſe, but without it, 


in an open Gallery, rais'd in a great Square, and 


hung with Cloath. There the Chancellors of the 
two Spiritual Electors and the Magiſtrates re- 
ceiv'd the Oath of the Citizens, in preſence of 
the Electors and Ambaſſadors who were plac'd 
at the Windows of the Town-houſe. The 
Burghers, who were to the Number of fourteen 


Companies, took the Oath firſt, and then the Sol- 


diers of the Garriſon, 


On the 1oth of October Proclamation was 


made by Sound of Trumpet for all Foreigners, 
who were not in the Retinue of the EleQors, or 


the Electoral Ambaſſadors, to retire out of the City 


before the Sun was ſet, till the Electors had choſe 
an Emperor. The Nuncio thought at firſt, that 
his Character and the Reſpect due to the Holy 
Father would exempt him from the general Rule; 
but being inform'd of the contrary, he retir'd 
to Aſchaffenbourg. _ 5 

On the 12th, about ſeven in the Morning all 
the Bells were rung, upon which the Burghers 
and the Soldiers of the Garriſon aſſembled at the 


Houſes of their reſpective commanding Officers;

and then went and poſted themſelves in the 
Streets leading from the Town-houſe to the 
Church of St. Bartholomew. The Burghers had 
the Poſt of Honour from the Soldiers. At nine 
o'clock the Electors and Ambaſſadors went to the 
Town-houſe, the Courts and Equipages of all but 
the Ambaſſadors of Bohemia having laid aſide their 
Mourning. 

The Moment after the Electors and in the 
uſual Chamber of the Aſſembly they went into 
other Rooms, where they caus d themſelves to 
be dreſs'd in their Electoral Habits, which are 
very majeſtic, being wide Gowns very much 
plaited with very long Sleeves, the Linings, and 
Facings being of Erne : and over all the Elec- 
tors wear a ſort of Mantle of Ermin. The 
Habits for the Spiritual and "Temporal Electors 
are much the fame, only thoſe of the former 
are of Scarlet, and thoſe of the latter of Crimſon- 
Velvet. Their Caps are of the Colour of their 

Fabits, and like them turn'd up with Ermin. 

As ſoon as the EleQors were dreſs'd they re- 
turn'd to the Aſſembl y-Room, and then went 
with the Ambaſſadors of the other Electors from 
the 'Town-Houſe to the Square, where they found 

Horſes ſumptuouſly capariſon'd, which they 
mounted, and thus rode in Cavalcade to. St, Bar- 

_ tholomew's Church. The three Electors rode 
firſt in one Row bare-headed. The four Am- 
baſſadors of the abſent Electors rode next, ac- 
cording to the Rank of their Maſters, Their 
Electoral Highneſſes and the Ambaſſadors were 
receiv'd at the Door of the Church by the Bi- 
ſhop of Neuſtadt at the Head of the Chapter, 
who conducted them into the Choir, where they 
plac'd themſelves, according to their Rank, in the 
Stalls of the Canons, which were lin'd with Vel- 
vet and Gold-Lace, The * of Triers ſate 


by 
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by himſelf oppoſite to the Altar, where a Praying- 
Desk and an Arm-Chair were ſet up for him, 
which were lin'd alſo with Crimſon- Velvet. 
When all the Company were ſeated, the Biſhop 
of Neu/tadt began the Maſs. At the firſt Conſe- 
cration, the Ambaſſadors of the Proteſtant E- 
lectors went into the Chappel of the Conclave 
which joins to the Choir : After the Elevation 


of the Hoſt they return'd to their Places, where 
they remain'd during the reſt of the Office, and 
then the Electors and Ambaſſadors all went up 
to the Altar. The Elector of Mentz was in the 


middle between the Elector of Triers on his 


Right and the Elector Palatine on his Left. The 
Ambaſſadors were in the ſame Row, according. 


to their Rank, on the Right and Left of the E- 
lectors. The Elector of Mentz took the Book 
of the Goſpels and laid his Right Hand upon it, 
as did alſo the Electors, that were preſent, and the 
Ambaſſadors of thoſe who were abſent, and then 
took the cuſtomary Oath to elect no Perſon for 
Emperor but one that they ſhould think in Con- 


ſcience to be moſt qualify'd, After having taken 


the Oath they went into the Chapel of the Con- 


clave, where they were ſhut up near three Hours; 
Then they - return'd into the Church and plac'd 


themſelves in a Gallery erected over the Grate 


that ſeparates the Choir from the Nave, which 
was lin'd with Scarlet Cloth and hung with 


Tapeſtry, and had ſeven Arm-Chairs plac'd in it 
of red Velvet, adorn'd with Lace and Fringe of 
Gold. The Electors and Ambaſſaders being 


ſeated, the Chancellor of Mentz read aloud the 


Act which had been juſt drawn up in the Con- 
clave, whereby CHARLES King of the Romans, 
and of Spain, was proclaim'd Emperor. Then 
the whole Church reſounded with great Shouts 
of Long live the Emperor And at the ſame in- 
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ſtant the Cannon was fir'd from the Ramparts, and 
the Burghers and the Garriſon made three Diſ- 
charges of their ſmall Arms. | 

After the Proclamation the Elecbors and the 
Ambaſſadors deſcended from the Gallery to their 


Places in the Choir, and after the ſinging of Te 


Deum which was tun'd by the Biſhop of Neu- 


fladt, they return'd to the Town-Houſe. in the 


ſame Order that they came. There the EleQors 
quitted their Robes of Ceremony, and each re- 
turn'd to their Palaces, where they ſtay'd till the 
Evening ; and the Ambaſſadors did the ſame, 
At Nizht they all ſupp'd at the Houſe of the 
Count de IVindiſgratcht, the firſt Ambaſſador of 
Bohemia, and by conſequence: the Ambaſſador of 
the new Emperor, who gave a magnificent Feaſt, 


which was accompany'd with a very fine Concert 
of Muſic. This great Day's Work was concluded 


by the Choice which the Electoral College made of 
Prince Charles of Neubourg, to carry to the new 
Emperor the Act of hig Proclamation. 


Notwithſtanding th& ſurprizing Concourſe of 


People from all Quarters to ſee this auguſt Cere- 
mony, there was not the leaſt Diſorder in the 
whole Solemnity, excepting a little Diſpute that 
happen'd between the Prince de. la Tour Taxis 
and the Count of Naſſau-Weilbourg. The former, 
tho of a modern Family in compariſon to the 
Count, yet preſuming upon his Title of Prince, 
claim'd Precedency of the Count, but the latter 
decided the Difference in an inſtant ; for he took 


the Prince by the Arm, and puſhing him behind 
him, ſaid to him, You are to know, Sir, that ſuch 


Princes as you are, walk behind ſuch Counts as 1 
am. The Prince very much ſtunn'd at the Com- 


pliment, did not think proper to puſh his Pre- 
tenſions farther, |

tion was over, I ſet out for Zell, where I had the 


Misfortune to find myſelf Motherleſs as well as 


Fatherleſs. My Mother having died there du- 


ring my ſtay at Francfort, whoſe Death grieved 


me very much, and the more becauſe twas the 
firſt Incident I had met with in all my Life to 
give me a ſerious Concern : But now perhaps, 


that Tam more uſed to Diſappointments, ſuch 


News would not make ſo much Impreffion upon 
me as it did then. / 

I ftay'd ſome time at Zell to ſettle ſeveral Af- 
fairs with my Brother relating to my Mother's 
Succeſſion, till I had a Letter acquainting me 


that the Ceremony of the Emperor's Coronation 
was fix d for the 22d of December, and thereupon 
I ſet out immediately again for Francfort, | 


I travell'd thro' Hanover, which I have al- 
ready had the Honour to mention to you, and 


from Hanover I went to CAss EL, which Town 


is the common Reſidence of the Landgrave of 


Heſſe, and divided into two Parts by the River 

Fulde. The New Town is very well built with 
pretty Houſes, and the Streets are very even and 
ſpacious. The Landgrave's Palace which is old 


is encompaſs'd with Ramparts, part of which on 
that ſide next to the Country forms a Terras 
planted with Orange- Trees, which in Winter are 


cover'd by a boarded Houſe. The Name of the 


preſent Landgrave is Charles, who was born the 
3d of of Auguſt 1654, and has had ſeven Chil- 
dren by Mary- Amelia of Courland.

Theſe Princes and Princefles- met very often 


at the Court of the Landgrave their Father, and 


then render'd it one of the moſt ſplendid. in Ger- 


1 many, not only by reaſon of their Magnificence, 


but for their affable Deportment to all Mankind, 


but eſpecially to Foreigners. I was loth to go 


from Caſſel, but as the Term fix'd for the Em- 


peror's Coronation drew near, I could not ſtay 
there any longer. 


And indeed, I arriv'd at FRancrormT but a 
few Hours before the Emperor. The Electors 


and Ambaſſadors went out of Town and met 


his Imperial Majeſty, as did alſo the Magiſtrates 


with the Burgo-Maſter, and complimented him 


under a Tent erected there for that purpoſe. 


When the Compliments were ended his Majeſty 


went again into his Coach, as did the Elektors 


and Ambaſſadors into theirs, and oF 8 the

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City hile the Cannon fir'd and the People 
ſhouted, Long live the Emperor Charles VI. 

His Imperial Majeſty alighted at the Church of 

St. Bartholomew. The Elector Palatine who was 

fo indiſpos'd that he could not go out to meet 
his Majeſty, receiv'd him at the Door of the 

| Church, as did alſo the Biſhop of Neuſtadt at 
the Head of the Chapter; and his Majeſty was 
conducted to a Throne ſet up for him on the 

Right-ſide of the Altar, by the Electors. The 

Elector-Palatine walk'd before, and the two 

other Electors ſupported the Emperor. When 
he was ſeated on his Throne, the * Biſhop tun'd 
the Te Deum, and gave the Benediftion. The 

Emperor was afterwards conducted with the 
ſame Ceremonies to his Palace, which was hung 
with Mourning. The Electors and Ambaſſadors 
having accompany'd his Imperial Majeſty to his 

Cloſet, retir'd to their reſpective Habitations. 

The next and following Days the Emperor re- 
ceiv'd the Viſits of the Electors, the Ambaſſa- 

dors, and the Electoreſs Falatine, which he 
return'd, -- 

When the 22d of Trophy: the Day fix'd for 
the Coronation, was arriv'd, all the e and 
the Garriſon were drawn up under Arms, all the 

way from the Imperial Palace to the Church. 

The Proceſſion was begun by the Footmen and 

Pages belonging to the Ambaſſadors, to the Elec. 

tor Palatine and to the Emperor, and they were 
follow'd by the Courtiers of the Elector and of 

the Emperor, and by Perſons of Quality that 
were in the Ambaſladors Retinue. After them 
there appear'd ſix Heralds at. Arms, the firſt of 

. which carry'd a ſingle Eagle, the ſecond a double 

Croſs, the third a Lion, and the three others 
Fpread-Eagles, the whole after the manner of the 

Roman Enſigns. After the Heralds, came the

Ambaſſadors, the Vicars of the Electors, and the 
Elector Palatine, bearing the Imperialia or Or- 


naments of the Empire; and immediately after 


them the Emperor appear'd, under a ſtately Ca- 
nopy. His Habit was like that of the Secular 
Electors, that is to ſay, a Robe of Crimſon Vel- 
vet turn'd up with Ermin : He had on his Head 


a Crown enrich'd with Diamonds, which was 


the Crown of his Family, and he rode a very 
fine Spaniſb Horſe, the Equipage of which was 
truly magnificent. Behind the Emperor came 


the principal Officers of his Houſhold, and the 


Captain of the Guards at the Head of his Com- 
pany ; and the Elector Palatine's Life- Guards 


_ cloſed the March. 8 8 


When the Emperor arriv'd at the Church, 
the Electors of Mentz and Triers in their Ponti- 
ficalibus went and receiv'd him at the Door, 


from whence they conducted him to his Seat in 


the Choir over-againſt the High-Altar. There 
his Imperial Majeſty heard the Maſs, after which 
he was conducted to the 'Town-Houſe almoſt in 
the fame Order as was obſerv'd at his coming to 
Church, with this Difference, that the Emperor 
was Deck'd with the Ornaments of the Empire, 
which conſiſt of the Crown, the Mantle, and 


_ Charlemain's Sword. His Majeſty was now on 
foot between the two Ecclefiaſtical Electors, who 


accompany'd him, as did the Elector-Palatine, 
and the Vicars and Ambaſſadors of the abſent 
Electors to the Great Hall of the Town-Houſe, 


Where the Imperial Feaſt was prepar'd. The 
Emperor plac'd himſelf at one of the Windows 


looking into the great Square, on purpoſe to be 
ſeen by the People; of whom there was ſuch a 


Multitude, that not only the Square but the Win- 
_ and Roofs of the Houſes were cover'd with 
them. 1 8. 
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From this Window his Majeſty ſaw the Of 


cers of the Empire perform their Functions. The 


Count de de Papenbeim the Elector of Saxony's 


Vicar, as Grand Marſhal of the Empire, was the 


firſt that began the Ceremony. He was mount- 


ed on a very fine Horſe, which he rode full gal- 


lop to a Heap of Oats in one. Corner of the 
Square, wherewith he fill'd a Meaſure of Silver, 


after which he return'd to the Middle of the 


Square, where he threw both the Oats and the 


Meaſure among the Populace, and then he went 
to the Banquetting Room. 


The Elector-Palatine appear'd next, encom- 


paſs'd with his Guards, and preceded by his 
Courtiers. He went on horſeback to a Kitchen 


built for the purpoſe in the great Square, where 
he found a whole Ox roaſting on a Spit, of which 
he cut off a Slice, and putting it into a Gold Diſh 


he carry'dit to the Emperor's Table. 


The Count de Zinzendorf, Vicar to the Elec- 


tor of Hanover as Treaſurer of the Empire, came 


next. He was on horſeback attended by the Em- 


peror's Guards, and taking a compaſs round the 


Square he ſcatter d Medals of Gold and Silver 
among the Populace, which he took. out of a 
couple of Bags of Cloth that were ty'd to his 
Saddle-Bow. Theſe Medals repreſented on one 


ſide the Globe of the Earth encompaſs'd with 
Clouds, and this Latin Inſcription, Conflantid & 


Fortitudine. On the other ſide was this Legend, 
Carolus, Hiſpaniarum, Hung, & Bohem.

Square, where a Table was erected on which 
there was a Baſin and Ewer of Silver gilt full 
of Water, with a Napkin. that had been dipp'd 
init, all which he took and carry'd into the Ban-

Afterwards the Count de Kins#i, Ambaſſador 


of his Imperial Majeſty as King of Bohemia, of. 


KHciated for the Perſon whom he repreſented, as 
Sreat Cup-Bearer of the Empire: For this pur- 
poſe he took a Goblet of Gold and fetch'd Wine 
at a Fountain erected in the middle of the Square 
repreſenting the Imperial Eagle; which done, 
the Count went into the Banquetting-Room, and 
gave it to the Emperor to drink. | 

Thus did the Officers of the Empire acquit 
"themſelves. of their ſeveral Functions: After 
this the Emperor plac'd himfelf alone at a Table 
upon a rais'd Floor, cover'd with red Cloth; and 
over it there was a Canopy of Gold Brocade. 
When the Emperor was ſeated the Electors 
plac'd themſelves at Tables that were prepar'd 


155 for them on both ſides of the Hall, on Floors 


that were a Step lower than the Emperor's. O- 
ver each Table there was a Canopy of Crimſon- 


Velvet inrich'd with Gold, and they had each 


an Arm-Chair of the ſame. On the Right-ſide 
of each Table there was a magnificent Beaufet. 

The three Electors ſat alone at their ſeveral Tables, 
and the Ambaſſadors of the abſent Electors, 

- after having ſtood a little while behind the Chairs 


plac'd for their reſpective Maſters, went into an- 
other Room. On the following Days the Elec- 


tors din d with the Emperor, and his Majefty 


ent 
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went allo and dim d with the Electors. At length, 


after the Emperor had perform'd all the Ceremo- 
nies that are obſery'd at Coronations, he ſet out 
from Francfort for his Hereditary Dominions, 


where he was impatiently expected by his Sub- 


1 Juft as I was ready to depart from Francfort 
I receiv'd the melancholy News of the Death 
of the King's Brother the Margrave Philip, to- 


whom I was very mach attach'd, and was there- 
fore mightily afflicted for the Loſs of him. 


The King's Ambaſſadors, to avoid the Ex- 
| mare; of pong their Equipage in Mourning, 

pt his Death fecret, ſo that they did not notify 
it to his Imperial Majefty till the Day before he 


went. 


I ſet ont from Francfort much about the ſame 
time as the Emperor did, and paſs'd through Caſe 


| I, Hanover, and D uſſe eds 27 I Iikad Francf, _ 


ſo well before, that it tempted me to return to it; 


and beſides, that was the Place to which a Paſſ- 


port was to be directed that I had ſent for from 


France, in order to carry me to Paris, As ſoon. - 


as I receiv'd it I travelld thro Mi nden, 
which I have already had the Honour to mention 


to you; and from thence, after having paſs'd 
through Bilefeld a little Town in the County of 


Ravensberg, I arriv'd at Mussr R. 
This, which was formerly an Imperial City, is 


now the See of a Biſhop, Prince of the Empire, 


and Lord of the Fown and its Juriſdiction. It 
ſtands in Veſiphalia in a large Plain, and on a 
little River which renders it very ſtrong. It was 
the Birth- place of the famous Muntzer, the 
Head of the Anabaptiſts, a Sect of Heretics, 
Who grew ſo powerful that they undertook to 
make themſelves Maſters of the City, and ta 
chuſe themſelves a King; and about the

of the ſixteenth Century, they accordingly choſe 


for their Sovereign one Fohn of Leyden, a Taylor, 
infamous for the Cruelties and Outrages which 


he committed. But Heaven deliver'd the City 
from ſuch a Scourge; for at length after ſome 


Reſiſtance it was reduc'd, and John of Leyden 


was put to death by the Hangman. The City 


revolted again afterwards ; but at laſt the Biſhop 
humbled it in 1661, and ſince that time it has 


always been ſubjeCt to the Biſhops its Sovereigns. 


Twas at Munſter that was held the famous Aſ- 
ſembly of Vęſiphalia, which eſtabliſn'd the For- 


tune of many Sovereigns, and the Religion of 
their Subjects. The Peace which was there 


ſign'd ſerves alſo as a Baſis for all the Treaties 


that are made at this time. The Treaty of

From thence I ſet out for CoLocnx*, where 
M. Happe who was appointed by the King to 
levy the Contributions which Luxembourg and 


other neighbouring Countries were oblig'd to 


pay, entertain'd me very civilly, gave me an A- 
partment at his Houſe, and made me exceeding 


- welcome. - | | 


E ſtay'd ſome time in this City, which is a 


very flouriſhing Town by reaſon of its convent- 


ent Situation for the Trade of their. Merchants, 


who have great Veſſels conftantly going up and 
down the Rhine, to Francfort and Holland. Tis 


a pretty large City, but always very dirty and ill 
pav'd, and the Houſes are for moſt part very 
old, and conſequently dark and incommodious. 


The City is govern'd by a Senate, which does 


not depend on the Elector, whoſe Power is very 
much limited, he having no Authority but in 


Criminal Affairs; yet he is allow'd Sovereign 
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e 
Command for three Days, after which if he ſtays f 


= at Cologne he is no more regarded than a private 


Gentleman. This is the reaſon that the Prince 

commonly reſides at Baun, and that he only goes 

to Cologne on the Eves of the Grand "Feſtivals, 
to officiate there. Nevertheleſs the City is oblig'd 

to pay Homage to the Elector, and to fwear Fi- 
delity to him, on Condition that he preſerve 
them in the Enjoyment of their Privileges ; 
which is a Condition that the Elector can ſcarce 

_ violate were he ever ſo much inclin'd to it, be- 

cauſe *tis the City that maintains the Garriſon, 

and is Miſtreſs of the Arſenal. 'Z 

The Catholic is the only Religion that is al- 

low'd to be exercis'd at Cologne. Nor are Pro- 

teſtants admitted into the Senate, or any Em- 
ployment in the City, but go to preach at Mul- 

beim, a little Town in the Country of Berg, 
which belongs to the Elector-Palatine. 

I! had not the Honour of ſeeing the Elector, who 
by reaſon of the Misfortunes he had ſuffer'd in 
the late Wars, was oblig'd at that time to live in 

France. His Name was Foſeph-Clement of Ba- 

varia. He poſſeſs'd the Biſhoprics of Hilde. 

beim and Liege, together with the Archbiſhopric 

of Cologne. He died the 12th of November 1723, 

_after having caus'd his Nephew the Duke Clement 

of Bavaria, Biſhop of Munſter and Paderborn to 

be choſe Co · adjutor of Cologne. 1 

The Archbiſhops of Cologne are Great Chan- 

cellors of the Empire in Itah, but don't Officiate 
as ſuch; for moſt of the Princes of Italy pre- 
tend to be independent of the Empire, or call 
themſelves perpetual Vicars thereof; and in this 

Quality they perform what the Emperor might 

do within the Extent of their Juriſdictions. 

This however extends only to common Caſes, 

for in extraordinary ones they are gblig'd to have 
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recourſe to the Imperial Court. Then *tis the E- 


lector of Mentz alone who officiates in quality 


of Chancellor of Germany; and *tis he that has 


the Cuſtody of the Archives and Titles which 


relate to Italy. 1 | 
The Electors of Cologne for a long time con- 
teſted with thoſe of Mentx the Right of conſe- 


crating the Emperors, tho" the latter pretend 


this Honour belongs to them, as Primates of Ger- 
many. But the Differences between thoſe Prin- 


ces have been regulated ; and they have agreed. 


that either of them, in whoſe Dioceſe the Em- 


peror happens to be crown'd, ſhould conſecrate 


him ; and that if the Coronation ſhould be. per- 
form'd in neither of their Dioceſes, then they 
ſhould take it by turns. Nevertheleſs after this 
Accommodation the Elector of Cologne conſe- 
erated the Emperor Leopold in 1658, at Franc- 


fort a City in the Dioceſe of Ments ; but it was 


done with the Confent of the Elector of Mentx, 
and without making it a Precedent for the 


future. | 5 | 
I have obſerv'd, that at Cologne moſt of the 


public Buildings are either Churches or Convents. 


The Metropolitan Church would be one of the 
moſt magnificent in all Germany, were it finiſn'd. 
Among other ſtately Tombs here is that of the 
Three Kings who came to worſhip the Saviour of 
the World, whoſe Bodies they ſay were remov'd 
from Conſtantinople to Milan, and from thence 
brought hither. All the People have a very 
great Veneration for theſe Reliques. | 


Except the Churches and the Monaſteries one 
fees no public Structures, nor any Houſe fine 


enough to raiſe a Stranger's Admiration; here 
is ſtill to be ſeen the Houſe where Death put an 
end to the Misfortunes of Mary de Medicts, 


fuge 
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fuge from the Perſecution of Cardinal Richelieu. 
This Cardinal, tho' he was oblig'd to that Prin- 
ceſs for his prodigious Wealth, was not content 
with having forc'd her to quit 'the Kingdom of 


France, but abridg'd her even of the Neceſlaries 
of Life ; infomuch that *twas a hard matter for 


| ber to find a Butcher that would undertake to 


ſerve the Table of that unfortunate Princeſs with 
Meat. She died the 3d of July, 1643. 

After I had amuſed my ſelf with ſeeing what 
| was to be ſeen in the City of Cologne, Tlong'd fo 
much to ſee that famous City Paris, that I ſet 
out thither very ſoon, I forgot to tell you that 


the Out-works of Cologne, eſpecially the Ram- 


parts are very agreeable. There are noble Rows 
of Elms which ſerve for Walks, and terminate 
in a Kay that runs along the Rhine, and would 
be a very fine one, if it was not disfigur'd by a 
Half-moon, which has been cut out to cover the 
Gate of the Rhine, and to ſecure the Paſlage of 
the Flying Bridge. . : 
When I ſet out from Cologne I went down the 
Rhine and the Yahal, as far as Dort, and from 
thence (without once going aſhore) to ANTWERP, 


which City I take to be the moſt beautiful of all 


the Netherlands. It makes a part of Auſtrian 
Brabant, and is the Capital of the Marquiſate of 
the Holy Empire. Tis ſituate in a great Plain 
on the Right- ſide of the Schelde, at a Place where 
that River ſeparates the Dutchy of Brabant from 
the County of Flanders. It contains a number 
of Churches built in a very good Taſte, and a 
great many very noble public Edifices. The 
Church of our Lady, which is the Cathedral, is a 
Work that has nothing like it except it be in 7 
taly. Tis above 500 Feet in length, 240 in 
breadth, and 340 in height. It contains Sixty- 


ſix Chapels, adorn'd with Marble Columns, all 
pg os = different, 
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different, and with fine Paintings, The Tower 


which ſerves for the Steeple is very lofty and 


perfectly beautiful. 


The moſt magnificent of the Churches, next 


to the Cathedral, was that of the Jeſuits, which 


was conſum'd by Lightning the 18th of Fuly, 
1718, The Pavement was of Marble, in Com- 
partiments. There were two low Ifles, one a- 
bove the other, which were ſupported by fifty- 


_ fix Marble Pillars. The four Arches were clos'd 


with thirty-eight great Pictures in gilt Frames, 
and the Walls in which there were forty Win- 
dows were lin'd with Marble. The great Roof 
was of very fine carv'd Work, charg'd with a 
ſmall Dome, very lightſome and. very well made., 


As to the High-Altar it would require an able 


Connoiſſeur to give ſuch a [Deſcription of it as 
the Beauty of the Workmanſhip requires: For 
my own part all I can fay of it is, that *twas all 
over Marble, Jaſper, Porphyry, and Gold. The 
Picture repreſented the Aſſumption of the Virgin 
Mary, and was a complete Piece. Our Lady's 
Chapel, which was a part of the ſame Church, 
was as rich as the reſt of the Building, the Sides 
and the Roof of it being fac'd with Marble, and 
adorn'd with ſix Statues. of Alabaſter. Beſides 
this Chapel there were fifty others, all of the ut- 
moſt Magnificence. The Great Gate of the 
Church, and the Jeſuits College adjoining to it, 
were anſwerable to the Beauty of the Structure. 
All this ſtately Building was entirely deſtroy'd ; 
and what is moſt to be pitied, the Pictures of 
the famous Rubens, of which this Church was 
full, were deſtroy'd with it; a Loſs the more 
conſiderable, becauſe *tis not to be repair'd ; for 
as to the reſt, they are preparing to build a 
Church as magnificent as the former, 
z $ wp dr” oe . _ There 
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There are ſeveral other fine Edifices at An. 


#werp, of which I don't undertake the Deſcrip- 


tion. I ſhall only mention a Word or two of 
the Town-Houſe and the Exchange. The for- 
mer ſtands in a great Square, encompaſs'd with 


fine Houſes, Tho the Building is quite in the 


Gothic Taſte, yet *tis a noble Monument of the 
Wealth of thoſe who founded it. The Exchange 
is worth ſeeing, on account of the Galleries round 
the Square, in which the Merchants aſſemble as 
they do at Amſterdam, from 12 o'clock till half 
an hour paſt 1, | 


The Citadel or Caſtle of Autiberp was formerly 
reckon'd one of the ſtrongeſt and moſt regular 
Citadels in Europe; but the Works which Lewis 


XIV. caus'd to be made in the Netherlands, 
and upon all the Frontiers of the Kingdom, have 
very much ſunk the Reputation of the ancient 
Fortifications. Twas in the Square of this 
Caſtle, which was built by Order of the Duke 


of Alva, that he caus'd that famous Statue of 
Braſs to be erected, which would have been an 
eternal Monument of his Pride and Cruelty, if 


it had not been pull'd down and broke to pieces 
by the Populace, as ſoon as the Duke quitted the 


Netherlands by Order of his Maſter K. Philip II. 


Tis ſaid that while he commanded in this 


Country, he caus'd above 18000 Perſons to be 


executed by the common Hangman. 
Next to the Citadel, I cannot help giving 
you ſome Account of the Harbour, which is very 
- beautiful and commodious. Here is a very large 
Square, where, by the Help of a certain Machine, 
they eaſily unload all the Goods. Another good 
' Conveniency, and what contributes to render 
this a very trading City, is, that beſides the Ri- 
ver there are eight great Canals, by which Ships 
may enter into the City. Yet notwithſtanding 


all 


all theſe Conveniencies, the Trade of Antwerp, 
tho' conſiderable, is not near fo flouriſhing now, 
as it was before the Civil Wars, and the new O- 
pinions in Affairs of Religion, *Tis even aſto- 

niſhing how this City could hold up its Head a- 
gain after the Calamities it ſuffer d, even from 
its own Sovereign, whoſe Troops in 1576, 


burnt above 600 Houſes in Antwerp ; and while 


the unfortunate Inhabitants were running, as it 
were, into the midſt of the Flames, to reſcue 
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their beſt Effects, the Spanzards fell upon em, 


and kilbd and drown'd near 10000. This terrible 
Fire was the total Ruin of Antwerp; the Towns 


Houſe and ſeveral noble Palaces, were reduc'd 


to Aſhes ; and the immenſe Riches which they 


contain'd were carry'd off by Plun derers, who 
pillag'd for three Days, during which they come 


mitted all manner of Outrages. Nevertheleſs, 
this unhappy City, which had like to. have been 
buried for ever under its own Aſhes, . was rais'd 


to Life again ſome time after by the Confederates,

1585, when the Prince of Parma took it from 
them, after a Siege that laſted near twelve 
Months, and was one of the moſt famous Sieges 
that had ever been known before, as well upon 


who remain'd, as it were, its Sovereigns, til 


account of the few Troops the Duke of 


Parma had to carry it on, which in all were but 
1200 Men, as for that famous Dyke by which he 


ſhut up the Harbour, and for the Bridge which 


he laid over the Scheld. | 


Antwerp remain'd under the Dominion of the 


Houſe of Auſtria from that Time to the Death 
of Charles II. King of Spain, when it was 


oblig'd to receive a French Garriſon in the Name 


of Philip V. whom the Elector of Bavaria, Go- 
vernor of the Netherlands, own'd for King of 
Spain, But by the Battle of Ramellies, dntwerp

and a part of the Netherlands were reduc'd under f 


the Dominion of the Emperor. During the War 
that was enter d into for the Spaniſp Monarchy, 
a Battle was fought in the Neighbourhood of 
Antwerp, near the Village of Ekeren, for which 
both Parties ſung Te Deum. 


Having ſet out from Antwerp to 1 my 


Journey to Paris, I paſs d thro MECHIIN X, 


which is a very fine City, and the See of an 
Archbiſhop, whoſe Revenue is very conſiderable. 
The Metropolitan Church is dedicated to St. Ram- 


baut. This City is the Seat of a Great Royal 
Council, which is, as it were, the Parliament of 


the Country, and was eſtabliſh'd by Charles 


Duke of Burgundy in 147 3. Mechlin is famous 
for the Lace made there, which is faner and bet- 
ter than any that is made in the other Towns of 
the Netherlands. - 
From Mechlin I went to BxussELs 4, the Ca- 
pital of the Dutchy of Brabant. This City ſtands 


on the little River Senna, that falls into the 


Scbeld by the Canal of Vilvorde, and divides the 
lower Town by ſeveral Canals that terminate in 


the ſaid Canal of Vilvorde, which is very con- 


venient for their Trade, w tereof this City has 
a conſiderable Share. There are ſeveral Manu- 
factures at Bruſſels, of which that of Devos for 
Tapeſtry is worth ſeeing ; that skilful Operator 
having carried his Art to the utmoſt degree of 
Perfection that the Curious can deſire. The com- 
mon People of Bruſſels are more polite than in 
any other City of the Netherlands ; for moſt of 
the Nobility of the Country come hither com- 
monly to paſs the Winter; and there are few 
Families of Note that have not a Houſe here.

The Royal Palace is very large, and the A- 
partments beautiful, tho? very old. This Palace 
ſtands high above the City, being ſituate upon a 
Hill, from whence there is a noble Proſpect, 
which is diverſify'd by the Gardens, and the 
Park that joins to the Palace, wherein there are 
| ſeveral very pleaſant Walks, adorn'd with 
Grottos and Fountains. 


The Town-houſe is another very fine Build- 
ing. It ſtands in a Square, encompaſs'd with 


Grand Houſes, built after Bru/z/s was bombard- 
ed by the French, under the Command of the 
Marſhal de Villeroy, when this Quarter of the 
Town in particular ſuffer'd very great Damage; 
but it is fince become the morE agreeable by the 
magnificent Houſes built where the eld one 
. : Ps 
I left Bruſſels to go to Mons the Capital City 
of Hainault, which ſtands upon a Hill, on the 
Banks of the little River of Trauil, and is one of 
the ſtrongeſt Places in the Low-Countries. 
Lewis XIV. beſieg d it in Perſon, and took it 
in 1691. It was reſtor'd to Spain by the Peace 
of Ryſfwic, but afterwards at the Death of 
Charles II. King of Spain, it return'd as well as 
all the Low- Countries under the Dominion of 
France. But at lengh after the Battle of Mal- 
plaguet, it became ſubject to the Houſe of Auſtria. 
In this City there's a famous Abbey of Nuns, 
which is a very honourable Retreat for young 
Women of Quality, who are Orphans, or don't 


care to be dependant on their Parents. They 


wear the Habit of Nuns in the Morning, to 
be preſent at the Office; but in the Afternoon 


they dreſs like Gentlewomen; and they make 


no Vow,

From Mons I went to Vatexciannes®, 
which City is a part of the Province of Hai- 


nault, and the chief Town of French Flanders. 


Its beautiful Fortifications diſplay the ſame Mag- 
nificence that was always obſerv'd in all the 


Works erected in the Reign of Lewis XIV. 


That Monarch befieg'd Valenciennes in Perſon, 
in the Year 1677 ; and after having taken it by 
Storm, caus'd a, ftrong Citadel to be erected in 
it at the Expence of the Inhabitants, This City 
had been beſieg'd by the Marſhals Turenne and 
La Ferte in the Year 1656; but Don John of 
Auſtria, the Governour of the Netherlands, ac- 


companied by the Prince of Conde, who at that 
time bore Arms againſt the King, made them 


raiſe the Siege; and in this Expedition the Mar- 
| ſhal de la Ferte was taken Priſoner, 

The late Elector of Cologne liv'd at Valenciennes 
when I was there, the Caſualties of the War 
having oblig'd him to quit his own Dominions, 
I was introduc'd to that Prince by the Prince de 


Tingri, when his Electoral Highneſs gave me a 


favourable Reception, and told me that he knew 
my Father; but I plainly perceiv'd by what he 
ſaid, that this Prince would have been as glad 


to be in his City of Bonn, as in a Town of 


France. | i | 
I éſtay'd at Valenciennes, three Days, after 


which I ſet out for CAM BRAX T. This City is 


the Capital of the Cambreſis, and one of the 


ſtrongeſt Places in Europe. They ſay its Ori- 
ginal is very ancient; for ſome Authors pretend, 
that Camber King of the Sicambri was the Foun- 


der of it. The Kings of France conquer'd it, 
and were Maſters of it a long while. After the 


Death of Charles the Bald, it was for ſome time

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A > Bone of Contention between the . the 
Eing of France, and the Earls of ' Flanders ; 
but the latter ſeiz'd it, and the Emperors after- 
wards declar'd it a free City of the Empire. 


Francis I. King of France granted it a Neutra- 


lity; but the Emperor Charles V. made himſelf 
Maſter of it; and afterwards during the Revo- 
lutions of the Netherlands, it fell under the Do- 
minion of the Duke 4 Alengon, Brother to Henry 


III. who reſtor'd it to the French by a Treaty, 


which he concluded with Fohn de Montluc, whom 
King Henry IV. afterwards made Prince of Cam- 
Bray. Not long after this, the Spaniards took 
it by ſurprize, and kept it till 1677, when Lewis 
XIV. took it, and it has remain'd ever ſince in 
the Poſſeſſion of France, which Crown has. don 
ſiderably. augmented its Fortifications. 
Cambray has the Title. of an n 
which was erected in 1559, by Pope Paul II. at 
the Requeſt of Philip II.

Duke of Laon. I his Prelate fully anſwers the vaſt 
Hopes that were conceiv'd, from his good Qua- 
lities in his Non-age. His Predecefior in this 


-Dignity was 'the famous Cardinal Dubois, the 


Miniſter of France. 


I forgot to tell you, that the City of Cambray 
is alſo of great Note for the famous League that 
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170 St.  2UINTIN.. 
was concluded between the Pope, the Emperor 
Maximilian, Lewis XII. King of France, and 


Ferdinand King of Arragon, againſt the Repub- 


lic of Venice. | 


From Cambray I went to ST. QUINTIN, which 


City is the Capital of the Vermandois, and is of 
Note for the famous Battle of St. Quintin, calld 
alſo the Battle of St. Lawrence, becauſe *twas 
fought on the Toth of Auguſt, in 1557. After 
the Truce was broke between Henry II. King of 
France, and Philip II. King of Spain, Philibert- 


Emanuel Duke of Savey, who was Governour of 


the Netherlands, beſieg'd the City of St. Quintin, 
which was deſtitute of Troops, and moreover in 


a very bad Condition. The Admiral Coligni 


got into it with ſome Forces, which -gave Time 
to the Conſtable de Montmorency to pals the 
Somme with the French Army under his Com- 
mand, and throw ſome Succours into the Town. 
This was executed indeed, but with ſo much Pre- 
Cipitation, that the Men who enter'd it were ſcarce 
Fe hundred in number. The Conſtable per- 
ceiving the Approach of the Spaniards, and his 
Troops being moreover incumber'd with their 
 Equipage, endeavour'd to make his Retreat; 
but the Duke taking advantage of his Incum- 
brance, ſurpriz d him between the Villages of 


Eſigny and Rixerolles, and charg'd him home 


before he had Time to put his Men into Order 
of Battle; and the Conſtable and his Son were 
taken Priſoners, with a great many Perſons of 
Diſtinction. The Number of the Slain was even 
greater than that of the Priſoners; and among 
the former was John of Bourbon, Duke of An- 
. £uien, a Prince of the Blood Royal, and above 
600 Gentlemen. The Spaniards Loſs did not 
exceed 500 Men.

on the Weſt ſide of the Oyſe and the Aiſue. The 
famous Maid of Orleans ow'd the Loſs of her 
Liberty to this City, For that illuſtrious Heroine 
going to the Relief of Compiegne, which the 


_ Engliſh had reſolv'd to beſiege, had the Miſ- 


fortune to fall into their hands, and was carried 
Priſoner to Roan, where they burnt her for a. 
Witch, Twas at the Caſtle of Compiegne that 
the Cardinal de Richlieu kept the Queen Mary © 
de Medicis a Priſoner, till that Princeſs found 
Means to eſcape, and to retire to Flanders. T 
have had the Honour already to tell you, that this 
unfortunate Queen died at Cologn, _ : 
This fame Caſtle was alſo for ſome time the 


Reſidence of the EleQor of Bavaria, after he 


was ejected out of his Dominions by the victo- 
rious Arms of the Emperor. The Court his E- 
lectoral Highneſs kept here was ſo ſplendid, that 
it did not look like the Court of a Refugee Prince. 
Near Compiegne there's 'a very large Foreſt, 
which renders the Neighbourhood of this City 
very pleaſant. There are fine Roads cut out in 
this Foreſt, which render it very convenient for

The only conſiderable Place from Compiegne 
to Paris is SEN LIS; and that purely on account

aſide its Situation, which. is very agreeable, by 
reaſon of the Neighbourhood of the beautiful 


Foreſt of Chantilly, Senlis is a very trifling Place. 
Near this City is the Abbey of our Lady of 
Victory, which Philip Auguſtus caus'd to be built 
as an Acknowledgment, for the Victory he won 
in Perſon at Bouvines, over the Emperor Otbo 
IV. and his Confederates, on Sunday Fuly 27th, 
1215; upon Which very Day, his Son too won 
another Battle over the Englyh in Anjou. They 
ſay that the two Couriers that were carrying the 


News of each of the Victories, from the one Army 


to the other, met at the very Place where now 
ſtands the Church of this Abbey. 
Betwixt Senlis and Paris there ſtands the little 


Town of St. DEN ys, famous for the magnificent 


Abbey which gives Name to it. In this Church 


are the Tombs of the Kings and Princes of 


France, whoſe Mauſoleums are of rich Work- 
manſhip, Here is a Treaſure alſo which contains 
a great Number of very curious Pieces. The 
Abbey of St. Denys has alſo given its Name to 
the great Plain in which it ſtands. Twas in 
this Plain that the famous Battle was fought be- 
| tween the Catholics and Hugonots, in the Reign 


of Charles IX. when the Conſtable Montmorency, 


who at the Age of 83, commanded the Catho- 
lics, was wounded, but gain'd the Victory over 
the Heretics. BR 0 
At my leaving St. Denys, I had at length 
the pleaſure of ſeeing what I had a long time 
paſſionately wiſh'd for, I mean the famous City 
of PARIs*, where I arriv'd about the beginning 
of the Year 1712, I make no ſcruple to call it the 
chief City of the World, as it is the Capital of the 
chief Kingdom in Chriſtendom. The-Extent of 
_ its Circumſerenee, the Beauty of its Buildings, the

Multitude of its Inhabitants, the continual Arri- 
val and the Reſidence. of Foreigners there, the. 
Variety and Plenty of Commodities of all ſorts, 
render it the fineſt City in the World; and on 
thoſe Accounts *tis juſtly reckoned as the Orna- 
ment, the Soul and the Strength'of the French 
Empire. I was not willing however to make any 
ſtay here at firſt, becauſe of my Impatienes ta ſees 
the famous Caſtle of VERSAILLES, fo much talk d 2 
of at all Foreign Courts. 

I had entertain'd ſo grand an Idea of this Pas 
hace, and was ſo fully perſuaded. of its being alt 
over Gold and Azure, that at the firſt Sight the 
Beauty of it did not ſtrike me. The Entrance 
to Verſailles, as one comes from Paris, does not 
ſet it off at all, tho* the Avenue that leads to it 
is one of the moſt magnificent; but when one 
comes up to the Caſtle, and turns about towards 
this Grand Avenue, the two ſumptuous Stables 
on the ſides of it form a Proſpect, which gives a 
ſublime Idea of the Maſter of thoſe ſtately Piles:

In ſhort, I was aſſur'd, that when 


Leiois XIV. was at Verſailles, about 20,000 Per- 


ſons lay every Night in the Body of this Caſtle, 


and the Buildings in the Verge of it, the Apart- 


ments and other Lodgings being ſo well laid out, 


that all this great Multitude did not croud one 
another. 


The fineſt Pieces in the Inſide of the Caſtle | 
are the Gallery and the Saloons that join to it. 
The Walls are lin'd with Marble. Every Place 


ſhines with the Works of the greateſt Maſters in 


Gold and Braſs, and with noble Pier-Glaſſes. I 
have heard ſay, that before the War for the Spa- 
7:/þ Succeſſion, all the Tables, Chandeliers and 


Stands, which are now of Marble and gilt Frames, 
were of Maſly Silver ; but the King converted 


them into Money to help to defray the vaſt Expen- 
ces of the wars he was then engag'd in, The 
Cieling of the Gallery repreſents in ſeveral Pic- 


tures the principal Actions of Lewis the XIV th's 


Life; and is alſo adorn'd with Cartridges and 


Gildings, which are remarkable both for their 


Richneſs and their Elegance, _ 
The Chapel is perfectly anſwerable to the Mag- 


nificence of the Inſide of the Caſtle. The Critics 


indeed think *tis too lofty for its Bigneſs ; and 
without pretending to much Skill in ArchiteQure, 
of which what I now ſay is perhaps a Proof, I 


ſhould readily ſubſcribe to their Opinion. In- 
deed a Man ought to be plac'd in the Pew from 
whence the King hears Maſs, to have a juſt View 


of the fine Paintings with which the Cieling is 


enrich'd ; and than which there's nothing to be 


ſeen that is finer or better fancy'd. The princi- 


pal Picture repreſents God the Father in all his 


Glory, as fully as Human Weakneſs can con- 
ceive it.

Pleaſure every time I look'd on it. The Ciel- 
ing is ſupported by noble Pillars of a white 
Stone, as beautiful as Marble, which form a Gallery 
that runs round the Chapel, of an equal height 
all along with the King's Pew, and the Balliſters 
are of yellow Copper and Marble. When one 
looks down from the Pew, the Chapel ſeems too 
low, and the Great Altar not high enough. 
Oppoſite to the. King's Pew, and exactly over 
the High Altar, there's an Organ-Loft of a 
very good Contrivance, where the King's Mu- 
fic fits. Tis a very good Band; and thoſe who 
are nice Judges always admire the firſt Touch 
they give to their Inſtruments, the Moment that 
the King enters the Chapel to hear Maſs. | 
1 own to you, Madame, that I thouget 4, 
one of the fineſt Sights in the World, to eat 
Lewis XIV. enter the Chapel in all his Gran- 
deur, attended by the Cardinals and the Lords 
of his Court. The Life-Guards and the Hundred 
Swiſs took up the Gallery and the Bottom of the 
Chapel; and the Drums beat, and the Swi/s- 
Fifes play'd till his Majeſty was ſeated. On 
Communion or Sermon Days the King went 
down into the Chapel, and then the Pavement, . 
which is of very fine Marble, was cover'd all 
over with noble Tapeſtry, When the King 
receiv'd the Sacrament, a praying Desk was ſet 
for him over againſt the High Altar, and. 
then the Hundred Swifſers were rang'd in two 
Rows, and the Courtiers encompaſs'd his Ma- 
jeſty. During the Sermon the King's. Chair of 
State was plac'd over againſt the Pulpit ; and 
the Princes and Princeſſes of the Royal Family 
and Blood were ſeated in Folding Chairs, on 
both ſides of the King in the ſame Line. But

The Gardens of Verſailles may be rank'd a- 
mong the modern Wonders; and I don't be- 
lieve that the ſo much boaſted Gardens of the 
ſuperb Semiramis were finer, For really, con- 
fidering the Statues, Vaſes and Water-works of 


Marble and Braſs, one wou'd think Pains had 


been taken to ranſac Greece and Rome it ſelf, 


both ancient and modern, for its moſt wonder- 
ful Productions on purpoſe to bring them to this 


charming Place. Theſe Gardens were plann'd 
by the famous Le Nautre. At the end of the 


Great Walk which fronts the Caſtle there's a 


very ſpacious Canal. It forms a Croſs to a certain 
Diſtange, one fide of which leads to the Mena- 
ther, and the other to Trianon. The Mena- 


rs e is a very little Houſe with only a few 


. from whence the King may ſee the 
rareſt Animals of all ſorts, which are kept there. 


As for Trianon and its Gardens, one would not. 


think at the firſt View that they were made by 
Man. The Whole is perfectly inchanting, and 
a Perſon ever ſo little captivated with the 3 
Tales of the Fairies, wou'd not ſcruple to think 
this magnificent Structure the Maſter- piece of 
thoſe ingenious Work-women. The whole Build- 
ing, to outward Appearance, ſeems very ſmall; but 


when one examines the Inſide of it, the Apart- 
ments are both ſpacious and commodious. The 


Outſide of this Palace is partly hid by fine Groves; 
What appears of it is fac'd with white Marble, 
adorn'd with an Order of Pilaſters of red Mar- 
ble, with Windows in form of Arches between.

The Duke of Burgundy, who became Dauphin | 
of France, by the Death of his. Father, Lewis 
XIVth's Son, who was the year before carried 
off in a very few days by the Small-Pox at his 

Palace of Meudon, was the firſt Prince in the 
Kingdom next to the King, His Great Quali- 
ties prognoſticated that if he liv d, his Reign 

wou'd be very happy: Being Devout, without 
neglecting any of the Duties of a Prince, he 
had a way of reconciling the Retirement of a 
Cloyſter to the Buſtle of a Court; and tho? he had 
the Great Affair of his Salvation always at heart, 
yet he thought, and juſtly too, that his 
Practice of Piety ought not to exclude his Ap- 
plication to the Affairs of State. He married a 
Princeſs, whoſe great Qualities wou'd have made 
the French happy, if an untimely Death had 
not fnatch'd her away in the Flower of her Age. 
Her Name was Mary Adelaide of Savey. I can 
aſſure you, Madame, that I never ſaw one that 
had a more Noble and Majeftic Prefence than 
this Princeſs, And ſeveral Ladies that bad the 
Honour of being with her in private aſſur'd me, 
that none could be more ſprightly and gay, Her 
| Youth made her fond of Pleaſures ; but yet ſhe 
never was forgetful of her Duties. She had an 
extraordinary Reſpect and Regard for the King, 
She went every Evening to Madame de Mainte- 
non's Apartment when the King was there, and 
aftex the Council was over, ſhe put every thing 
in practice that her gay Humour cou'd imagine 
to divert him. Fhe Princeſs had alſo a particular 
Efteem for the Dauphin her Husband, and as this 
Prince never fail'd of being at Maſs, nor at Veſ- 


bers, or the _— W the Dauphineſs 
always 
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always went with him, and very readily made ; 
her Pleaſures give place to her Duties. | 


I had not been long at the Court of France 
when this illuſtrious Couple died within a few 


days of one another. The firſt who lp that 
Tribute to Nature was the Dauphineſs. This 


Princeſs. fell ſick at Verſailles, ſoon after which 
the Purples diſcover'd themſelves; and at length 
her Diſtemper appearing deſperate, ſhe was admo- 


niſh'd to prepare for Death; but this was Advice 
ſhe could not find in her heart to comply . with, 


it being a hard matter to renounce a voluptuous: 


Life; eſpecially when ſupported with the Hopes 
"of being eer long poſſeſs d of one of the lt 


Crowns in the Word. This Princeſs died, as it 


were, in the Arms of the Dutcheſs of Orleans,. 


who by her Deſire never left her during all the 


time of her Illneſs. 


The King, who was very 0 afflicted for 
her Death, ſet out immediately for Marley, whi- 


ther the Dauphin follow'd him. This Prince 
knowing the Value of the Jewel he had loſt, ſo 
indulg'd his Grief that he ſicken'd almoſt as ſoon 


as he arriv'd at Mary, of the ſame Diſtemper 
that had juſt depriv'd dien of his Conſort. He 


receiv'd the Sentence of his Death with a Reſo- 


lution truly Chriſtian; and in the Height of his 


Diſtemper was often heard to put up this Petiti- 


on, My God ſave the King and Government. 


The Night he died he had a very great Deſire 
to hear Maſs; and whatever they could ſay to 
convince him that the Rules of the Church did 
not allow it to be celebrated at that Hour, yet 


he would not take a Denial; ſo that as ſoon as 


the Midnight Bell rung, Maſs was ſaid in his 


Chamber, at an Altar that was put up at his 
Bed's feet. After the Elevation of the Hoſt, 
the Dauphin was very much compꝑos d, and con- 
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tinu'd praying to God till his Strength failing 
him every Minute more and more, he gave up, 
the Ghoſt. This happen'd on the 18th of Febru-- 
ary 17 12, fix. Days after the Death of the Dau- 
phineſs. f. .

The King had need of all his Stock of Cou-. 
rage to ſupport ſo many Shocks one after ano- 
ther. The Royal Family was in the utmoſt Con- 
ſternation. Thoſe that were about the King 
would fain have perſuaded him to retire elſe- 
where a little while for Change of Air; but he 
anſwered undauntedly, That he was every where 
in the. Hands of God; and. that therefore he 
would continue-where he was. This great Prince 
had ſoon after, another Trial of his Patience, by 
the News he receiv'd of the Death of the Duke 
of Bretagne, who upon the Deceaſe of his Father 
had been declar'd the Dauphin. This young 
Prince died at Verſailles the 8th of March 17 ia, 
when he was but five Years old. There never 
was a more ſorrowful Scene than to ſee the Fu- 
neral Pomp of this Year, which ſerv'd at the ſame 
time for the Father, Mother and Sn. 47S 
The only one, that remain'd of this Auguſt . 
Stock was the Duke of Anjou, now Lewis XV. 
This Prince too, who was but a Child, was ſuch a 
poor Weakling all along, that no body thought 
he would live; and he was at this time in ſuch a 
bad way, that the very Phyſicians deſpair'd of his 
Recovery. Nevertheleſs he inſenſibly gather'd. 
Strength, and now the French ſee their young 
, _ Monarch in a more vigorous State of Health than. 
they could have hoped for in his Childhood: For

moreover well recommended by the EleQtoreſs of 
Hanover Mother to the King of England, ena- 
bles me to tell you ſome Particulars. which will 
give you a juſt Notion. of he.. © 
This Princeſs was very affable, yet . not very 
forward to grant her Protection. She talk'd a 
great deal, and talk'd well, She lov'd eſpecially 
to ſpeak. in her Mother- Tongue, which ſhe had 
not forgot tho? ſhe had been fifty Years in France, 
for which reaſon ſhe was over-joy'd to ſee her 
Countrymen, and to correſpond with them by 


Letters. She was very punctual in writing to 


the Electoreſs of Hanover, and to ſeveral other 
Perſonages in Germany; and the Letters ſhe 


commonly wrote were not little Billets, but took 
up twenty or thirty Sheets of Paper. Of theſe 


I had a fight of ſeveral that would have been 
worth publifhing, and have not ſeen any thing 


better writ in the German Tongue. In ſhort, 


this Princeſs did nothing but write from Morn- 
ing till Night. Immediately afterſhe roſe, which 
was always about ten o'clock, ſhe fate down at 
her Toilet, From thence ſhe went into her 
_ Cloſet, where after having ſpent ſome time in 
Prayer, ſhe took Pen and Ink and wrote till ſhe 
went to Maſs. After this was ended, ſhe wrote 
again till Dinner-time, which did not laſt long, 


and then ſhe fell to writing again till ten o'clock | 


at Night. About nine o'clock when ſhe receiv'd 
Company in her Cloſet ſhe was found fitting at 
a great Table ſpread with Papers, and there was. 
an Ombre Table juſt by it, at which the Marſhal 
de Clerembault's Lady and the other Ladies of 


the Princeſs's Houſhold uſed to play. Every now 


and then the Princeſs. caſt an Eye upon the Game, 

and would give her Advice and write at the fame 
time. At other times ſhe convers'd with thoſe 
who paid their Court to her. I once faw 


this Princeſs napping, and the Moment after 


ſtart out of her Sleep and write on. This, Ma- 
dame, was the common Life of the Princeſs: 
when ſhe was at Verſailles. Sometimes however 
ſhe went out a hunting with the King, dreſs'd like 
an Amazon, and ſometimes to the Opera. For 
this Princeſs. was very fond of Plays, ſo that after 
the Death of Zewis XIV. when the Court came: 
to ſettle at Paris ſhe often made the French and 


Halian Comedians perform at the Theatre of the 


Royal Palace. ; 
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As to Rank, never did any Princels ſupport it 
better than this. As ſhe was punctual to the laſt: 
degree in requiring the Honours due to her, ſo ſhe 
return'd to every one the Honours that belong'd to 
them, I heard her once talk very ſharply upon 
this head to the Datcheſs of Berry; and indeed 
none but ſhe durſt have talk'd to that Princeſs. 
in ſuch a Stile. It happen'd in Lewis XV th's. 
Minority that the Dutcheſs of Berry came to her 
one Evening in a Scarf. After ſhe had been 
there about half an Hour ſhe ask'd Madame de 
Mouchy what o'clock it was; whereupon the 
| Princeſs ask'd the Dutcheſs of Berry what ſhe: 
faid to Madame de Mouchy. The Dutcheſs made 
| her Anſwer, that ſhe was going to the Tuilleries, 
and therefore ſhe ask'd what time of Night it 
was. How! to the Tuilleries, ſaid Madame; 
M hat are you going to take an Airing by the Light 
e Flambeaus? For, indeed, it was juſt Night. 
No Madame, ſaid the Dutcheſs of Berry. I am: 
going to. the King. To the King I reply'd Ma- 
dame; Pray excuſe me for expreſſing my Surprize ]! 
What, go to the King Madame, in that Dreſs 
I thought you knew your Duty to him better I be- 
ech you Madame, do no ſuch thing. Render to 
the King the Reſpect that you owe him, and then 
you will have a Right to challenge what is your due

The Dutcheſs of Berry, who was not pleas'd at 
this Reprimand, was going to reply, but Madame 
interrupted her, and ſaid, No, Madame, nothing 
, can ercuſe you: Surely you may think fit to dreſs. 
your ſelf as ſeldom as you go to the King, fince 
that am your Grandmother dreſs. my ſelf every day. 
Speak the Truth, and ſay tis meer Lazaneſs that © 
Hinders you from putting on your Clathes, which is 
a Fault that becomes, neither your- Age nor your 
Ranks A_Princeſs ought to be dreſs d like-a Prin- 
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ceſs, = a Chambermaid -like a Chambermaid: 

The Dutcheſs of Berry being not us'd to ſuch . 
Lectures, was extremely mortify'd at being ſo 
check'd, and. upon this occaſion ſhe did what ſne 
us'd to do when any thing was ever ſaid that of- 
fended her, and when Decency did not permit 
her to make a haughty Reply ; that is, ſhe aroſe 
made a low Curt'ſy, and went away. Madame 
fell to writing again, but talk'd ſtill of the ſame _ 
Subject, and not without ſome Warmth. She 
ſaid, looking about to all the Company, Was I 
ih the wrong, pray, 10:talk as I did to the Dutcheſs 
of Berry? What ſay you to it? You will eaſily 
ſuppoſe, Madame, that 77 open'd their Lips, 
but while ſhe was runningon ſtill in the ſame ſtrain, 
to the great Confuſion of every Soul in her Clo- 
ſet, the Princeſs of Conti came in, which gave a 
Turn to the Converſation. .: 

After Lewis XIVth's Death, Madame fol- 
low'd the Court "to Paris, where ſhe reſided in 
the Winter, but commonly fpent the fine Seaſon 
at St. Cloud. From thence ſhe came very often. 
to the King's Apartment, us'd to be at the 
Theatre, and return in the Evening to &t. Cloud. 
She had then with her Mademoiſelle, now the Ab- 
beſs of Chelles, and Mademoiſelle de Valois, now: 
the Princeſs of Modena. The other Princeſſes, 
| ker Grandaughters, liv'd at Paris with the 
Dutcheſs of Orleans their Mother. This Prin- 
ceſs, tho' the Mother of the Dutcheſs of Berry, 
had not the Precedency of her, and when ſhe 
was at her Daughter's Houſe ſhe had only a. 


Folding-Chair allow'd her, whereas the Dutcheſs. 


fate in an Arm-Chair. The Dutcheſs of Orleans 
was the laſt of the Royal Family. 

The firſt of the Princeſſes of the Blood was. 
the Princeſs-Dowager of Condé, Anne of Bava- 
a Counteſs-Falatine, 9 of Edward 
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Prince-Palatine, of the Rhine. She was call'd | 
only, Madame the Princeſs. She commonly re- 
ſided at Paris, where ſhe.liv'd a very exemplary 
Life for her Piety and great Charity. She died 
the 23d of February, 1723, at levenity- -five Years 
of Age. 

This Princeſs was Mother to the Duke of 
Bourbon (that died in 1710) whoſe Wife Louiſa- 
Franceſe of Bourbon, the legitimated Daughter of 
Lewis XIV. was, I can aſſure you, Madame, one 
of the moſt beautiful Princeſſes of the Court; 
and tho? already the Mother of eight Children, 
it was much more natural to take her for their 
Siſter. With ſo much Beauty fhe had alſo 
Charms ftill more preferable; and all theſe ex- 
ternal Qualities were ſupported by a majeſtic Air, 
and a Deportment which gain'd this illuſtrious 
Princeſs Reſpect at the fame time that her affable 
and obliging Behaviour procur'd her Love. She 
had moreover a lively ſparkling Wit, always ſure” 
to divert, whether in giving Merit its due Praiſe, 


or whether by her delicate Raillery, ſhe expos'd 
the Ridicule of that Behaviour, which notwith- - 


ſtanding the good Tafte of the a had perhaps 
curter; - © 

The next in Rank to that Princeſs was the 
firſt Dowager-Princeſs of Conti, the legitimated 
Daughter of Lewis XIV. The Air, Shape and 
Beauty of this Princeſs, have made fuch a noiſe 
in the World, that I believe, Madame, you are 
not ignorant that ſhe was reckon'd the tipztop 
Beauty of the Kingdom ; and really tho' ſhe was 
pretty much advanc'd in Years, ſhe had till that 
Air of Majeſty and Modeſty which partakes of 
the Grandeur of her Father, and of the exemplary 
Piety of her Mother in her latter Years. After 
the Death of Lewis XIVth's Son the Dauphin, 
this Princeſs was very much retir'd, ſo that I 
_ 
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never ſaw her any where but at Madame s Apart”. . 
ments; and ſince the Deathof the King ſhe ſcarce 
appears any where at all. 5 
The Princeſs of Conti, the ſecond Dowager is 
by Birth Princeſs of Conde. She is Mother of 
the Prince of Conti, of Mademoiſelle de Conti, 
who died Dutcheſs of Bourbon, and of Mademoi- 
ſelle de la Roche-ſur-Yon. It may be ſaid that 
this Branch of Baurbon have had their ſhare of 
Senſe and Virtue. 1 ied 6 xa 
The Dutcheſs of Maine and the late Dutcheſs 
of YVendime were Siſters of the ſecond Dowager 
Princeſs of Conti, and the Daughters of Henry 
Julius Prince of Condé, and of the Princeſs-Pala- 
tine, whom I have already had the Honour to 
mention to you. OE 1 
The Dutcheſs of Maine is a Princeſs of real 
Merit, and a great Wit. She degenerates in no 
reſpect from the illuſtrious Blood of Cond?. She 
liv'd with more Splendor than any. Princeſs of 
France, She commonly reſided at Seaux, a mag- 
nificent Caſtle not far from Paris, and one of the 
fineft that I have ſeen, not only for its commo- 
dious Apartments which are alſo 1ichly furniſh'd, - 
but for the extent of the Park in which there's. 
ſuch an agreeable Variety of Groves, and of 
Marble and Braſen Statues, as preſents the cu- 
rious Spectator always with ſomething new. It 
may be ſaid, that in her time the Pleaſures had 
fix'd their Reſidence in this charming Place. 
There was a Reſort from all parts to this Prin- 
ceſs, and People were glad to leave both the 
Court and City, being ſure of finding ſomething 
at Seaux better contriv'd than the common Re- 
preſentations on the Stage; and indeed they were 
never diſappointed, the Dutcheſs of Marne hav- 
ing an exquiſite Taſte in ſuch things; for ſne 
lov'd the fine Sciences, and was a better Judge

than any body, of what they call Compoſures. 


This illuſtrious Princeſs took a delight in be- 


ſpeaking Plays, and ſometimes did not think it 
beneath her to act a part in them herſelf. The 


famous Baron and Beauval had often the Honour 
of performing with her. Thoſe who have fre- 


quented the French Theatre know full well that 
fuck a choice was a very evident Proof of that 
Princeſs's Tafte for good Declamation. After 


the Comedy there was generally a Party for 


Play, and then a magnificent Supper, after which 
there was ſometimes a Fire-Work, but moſt 
commonly there was a Ball, at which there was 


always a vaſt Number of Masks; ; yet the whole 


was ſo well order'd, that there was plenty of Re- 


freſhments for every body. 


Theſe, Madame, were the Princes and Prin- 
ceſſes who form'd the Court of France when I 
came thither, and'T thought *twas proper to give 
you a Character of them before I mention'd the 
Conduct I obſerv'd at my Arrival there. 

I firſt got my ſelf introduc'd to Madame, to 
whom I was moreover recommended by the E- 


lectreſs of Hanover, the King of England's Mo- 


ther. This Princeſs, who always retain'd a par- 
ticular Regard for the Germans, receiv'd me with: 
even more kindneſs than ſhe commonly ſhew'd 


to thoſe of that Nation. She did me the Ho- 


nour to introduce me to the King herſelf, one 


Night after his Majeſty had ſupp'd. This Prince 


was in his Bed-Chamber, with all the Princes 
and Princeſſes of the Royal Family. The King 


remember'd my Name, and did me the Honour 


to ask me, whether I was not the Son of Ene 
Pollnitz, who had been at his Court from the E- 
lector of Brandenbourgh ? And upon uy y ling: 

men, he ſaid /to me, 


far 
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for his Son. His Majeſty then ask'd me if 1 
intended to make any ſtay in France. I anſwer'd, 
that I was ſo overjoy'd to find myſelf at the 
Feet of the greateſt of Kings, that I would'do 
my ſelf the Honour to pay my Duty to him as 
long as poſſible. The King ſeem'd to like m7 
Anſwer, and turning towards Madame, he ſaid 
to her, ſpeaking of me, He talks French well. 
He afterwards did me the Honour of a Salute, and 
told me as he withdrew that he ſhould take a plea- 

ſure in doing me Service. 
Next day Madame introduc'd me to the Duke | 
of Burgundy the Dauphin, and to the Dauphineſs, 
which illuſtrious Couple died ſome time after, as 
I have had the Honour to tell you. Madame 
alſo. caus'd me to be introduc'd to the Duke and 
Dutcheſs of Berry, but neither. of *em ſaid one 
word to me. I was very well receiv'd: by the 
Duke and Dutcheſs of Orleans. It was not eaſy 
to ſee this Prince without loving him; for his 
Affability ſupported by a moſt ſparkling Wit, 
and the moſt elegant Accompliſhments, endear'd 
him to all that had the Honour of Acceſs to him. 
This Prince conſtantly paid his Attendance at 
Court, and had the greateſt Reſpect for Madame. 
Fe never miſs'd a Day of waiting upon this Prin- 
ceſs, He went to her Apartments every Night 
at half an Hour paſt eight, and play'd at Cheſs. 
there till the King's Supper-time ; but this Prince 
only ſate down at the Game, and as he went in 
and out he always kiſs'd her Hand. 
The Court of France, tho' very ſplendid by 1 rea- 
ſon of the number of Princes and Princeſſes of 
which it conſiſts, was nevertheleſs not ſo gay as I 
expected. The Life at Verſailles was the moſt 
uniform in the World: The King's Hours were 
ſettled, and he that had ſeen but one Day there had 
ſeen Tear. The King roſe at nine or ten erh 
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ing their Attendance at Court than the Frenc 
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The Princes and all the Courtiers attended his 


TLevee, and after he was dreſs'd he kneel'd down 


to Prayers on a Cuſhion of Black Velvet, with his 
Chaplains and the Biſhops that were at his Levee, 
kneeling alſo round him. When Prayers were 
ended, the King went into his Cloſet, where 
ſometimes the Miniſters came to ſpeak to him a- 


bout Buſineſs, and in the mean while the Courtiers 


walk'd in the great Gallery, thro' which the 
King walk'd to hear Maſs, and there all the 


Courtiers waited to be ſeen by his Majeſty as he 


paſs'd, I never ſaw a Nation more fond of pay” 
for I have even ſeen many Courtiers, who think 
ing the Prince had not obſerv'd them, ſtept 
forwards into another Room, and then another, 


till by chance his Majeſty happen'd to caſt his 


upon them N 

After Maſs was over the King return'd to his 
Cloſet, ſometimes he held a Council and after- 
wards. din'd alone, at which time one might alſo 
obſerve how the Courtiers ſtrove to be ſeen by 


bim. The King eat with a good Appetite, nay 


I thought he eat Voraciouſly, His Dinner laſted 
three Quarters of an Hour, and upon certain 
Days there was Muſic. After Dinner, the Kin 

went down by the Back-ftairs, and took Coach 


to go a hunting in the Park of Verſailles, which 


was full of ſmall Game. He return'd about the 


Dusk of the Evening, and went to Madame d- 


Maintenon's Apartment, where there were only 


a few of the old Courtiers, and generally ſpeak- 
ing, none but Ladies; as, Madame de Caylus, a 


Couſin of Madame de Maintenon, and Madame 


de Dangeau, who play'd at Cards with the King 
When the Miniſters were not there; for then, in- 


ſtead of Gaming, Buſineſs was the Subject, and 
there every thing was commonly ſettled. At

ten o'clock at Night, when word was brought 
to the King that ſupper was ſerv'd up, his Ma- 
jeſty went to the Table, where the Princes and 
Princeſſes always accompanied him. The Dut- 

cheſſes were plac'd behind the Folding- Chairs of 
the Princes, on both ſides of the Table; and the 
other Ladies of Quality ſtood on the Right- hand 
of the King's Arm- chair. His Majeſty, after 
making a Bow to the Princes and Princeſſes 
and all the Ladies, ſate down in his Chair, and 
then the Princes and Princeſſes took their Seats, 
as did alſo the Dutcheſſes. The other Ladies of 
Quality 'paſs'd into a Salon juſt by, where they 
were at liberty to fit down. The Supper laſted 
no longer than the Dinner: The King talk'd 
there but little, and ſometimes he addreſs'd him- 
ſelf to Madame, or to the Dutcheſs of Orleans; 
but I never heard him ſpeak to the Dukes of 
Berry and Orleans, nor even to the Dutcheſs of 
. 1 
Alfter Supper was over, the King, preceded by 
the Princes, went into his Bed- Chamber, where 
he found ſuch of the Ladies as were not Dutcheſ- 
ſes, to whom he put off his Hat, and then ſate down 
by the Balluſtrade that was before his Bed, where 
hie ſtay'd till the Princeſſes and Dutcheſſes were 

enter'd into the Room. I obſerv'd that the old 
Court-Ladies made a profound Curt'ſy to the 
King's Bed when they enter'd his Chamber, 
which the young Ladies did not; for being per- 
haps more puff d up with their Youth and their 
Charms, they did not think themſelves oblig' d 
to pay ſo much Reſpet, When the Dutcheſſes 
who had attended at Supper enter'd to the King's 
Bed-Chamber, the King made an Obeiſance to 
them, as he did to the other Ladies; and then 
the King preceded by the Princes, and follow'd by 

the Princeſſes who had ſupp'd with him, went 
„ | „ 
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into his Cloſet, to which the Princes and Prin- 


ceſſes of the, Blood alſo repair d. His Majeſty 


convers'd with 'em for a while, during whic 
the Dutcheſſes and the other Ladies withdrew. 


At length the King diſmiſs'd the Princes and 


Princeſſes, and went to Bed. Then the Cour- 


tiers ſeparated, and the Generality retir'd. Some 


went to the Duke of Berry's Couchee, and others 


to the Duke of Orleans. Thoſe who paid their 
Court to this Prince were well receiv'd by him. 
For my own part I went thither as often as I 


could, not ſo much to pay my Court to Ma- 
| Lime, as from a natural liking 1 had to this 


Prince. 

Thus, Madame, did the King paſs his Life. 
The Pleaſures of the Courtiers were at beſt but 
dull, Gaming being almoſt. their whole Amuſe- 
ment. The Aſſembly was commonly held at 
the Houſe of the Prince Armagnac of 3 
Maſter of the Horſe, where there was a Play in 


the Afternoon. Foreigners were perfectly wel- 


come to this Prince, as they were alſo to the Car- 
dinal of Rohan. The latter liv'd very magnifi- 
cently, and at the Houſes of theſe two Noble- 
men you were ſure to ſee the Prime of the No- 


bility of France. 


When the Court was at . 


*twas much more gay than it was when at Ver- 
failles, where it may be ſaid, that it ſhone in its 


full Luſtre. Nevertheleſs tho? Fontain bleau is 


not near ſo magnificent, it has the Air of a Caſtle, 
which Verſailles has not. Moreover, Art and Na- 


ture ſeem to have acted in concert towards for- 


ming the magnificent Buildings which ſeveral 


Monarchs have caus'd to be erected at Fontain- 


dleau ; Wes eas at Verſailles Nature ſeems to

Perhaps 


I may be the only one of this Opinion, but T al- 


ways thought that the hier at Verſailles 4 


Was too general. 
I. was at Fentainblow ſome time after the Con- 


elufion of the Suſpenſion of Arms with the Eng- 
tifh. '\ The News of the Peace on the point of 
being concluded, and the Victory at Denain, 
ſeem d to have reſtor d to the Court ſuch an Air 
of Gayety as had not been known there for manyx 


years. The Elector of Bavaria was there at 


that time, and there was ſuch Gaming at _ 


Dutcheſs of Berry's and the Duke of Antin's, as 


if they had no Senſe at all of the public Calamities. 
The Party was of twelve Cutters at Lanſquenet, 
who began with ſetting four Lewid'ors, and at 
laſt ſtak d Rouleaus of a hundred Lewid'ors on a 
Card. I won ſeven hundred Lewid'ors there one 


Night, in leſs than an Hour's time, and the Dut- 


cheſs de la Ferte trick'd me out of no leſs than 


hundred, . beſides fourſcore that ſhe borrow'd of me, 
and never paid me again. Perhaps ſhe thought 
twas the beſt way to make herſelf 2 for the 
Trouble ſhe: was pleas'd to take upon her, of ſet- 
ting my Money upon the Table, there being ſuch

ſhould come thither but Mr. Sr. John, ſince made

who for his part juſtly merited the Regard that 
was paid to him. 

The Court ſtay'd at Fantainbleau ſome time 
after the Arrival of this Miniſter, and all the 
while there was nothing but Merriment and a 


continual Succeſſion of Pleaſures. The Hunting- 


Matches were of the utmoſt Magnificence. The 
Ladies were there either on horſeback or in Chaiſes 
in the Retinue of the Dutcheſs of Berry and Ma- 
dame. So many fine Women mounted on horſe- 
back all richly dreſſed, the King in a Chaiſe at- 
tended by the whole Court on horſeback, and the 
ſumptuous Hunting-Equipages to be ſeen all at 
once in the pleaſant Foreſt of Fontainbleau, form'd 
one of the fineſt Sights that could be. On the 
Days when there was no Hunting, the King took

Lay. He was indeed a Nobleman. of very great 
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Merit, but of a mean Preſence; for he was 


blind of one Eye, and excluſive of that Defe& no 
body would hardly have taken him for a Noble- 


man, if he had not been adorn'd with the Or- 


der of the Garter. He had his Dutcheſs with 
him, who was an Italian Lady by Birth, and 


Siſter to the famous P, ſo well known in Eng- 
land for his Extravagancies and his tragical Exit. 


The Duke of Shrewsbury was betroth'd to her 


in Itah, and married in England. This Dutcheſs 
appear'd at the Court of France. with the moſt 
Foreign. Air in the World. The Dutcheſs d Au- 


mont was to have introduced her to the King 


and the Princeſſes; but. as ſhe was at that time 
indiſpos'd, ſhe deſir'd Madame de Chatillon to 
perform the Office for her. The King receiv'd the 


Ambaſſadreſs with great Marks of Diſtinction; 


and ſhe was aſterwards introduc'd to Madame, 
where, ſhe found. a numerous Company that 
came thither out of meer Curioſity ;. and there 
it was that I had the Honour of feeing her. 


She ſeem'd at firſt in ſuch Confuſion, as if

The recluſe and ſelf- 
denying Life ſhe led after Marriage, made her

acquainted with her unhappy Diſorder for a long 
time, till at laſt the Queen being one day in a

8 to his Subjects; for one day as he thought him- 
ſelf a little better, ſo that the Phyſicians began to 


have hopes of his Recovery, he caus'd himſelf 
to be carry'd towards a Window, from whence

This was ſo moving a Scene to him, that the ge- 
nerous Prince could not refuſe a Tribute of Tears 
for the Tenderneſs of his People.

BREDA, which is a place of Strength, ſituate 
on the River of Mercke, is part of Dutch Bra- 
bant, and one of the moſt conſiderable Towns 
in the Netherlands. This City and its Territory 
has the Title of a Barony, and has had ſeveral 
Maſters. The laſt Owners of it were the Prin- 
ces of Naſſau, who acquir'd it in 1404, by Ea- 
gelbert of Naſſau's Marriage with Jean the only 
Daughter of the Lord of Leck, who was So- 
vereign of Breda. Henry de Naſſau founded the 
Caſtle in this Town, and the Tomb of René is 
ftill. to be ſeen in the Collegiate Church of St. 
Peter, which was founded about the Vear 1303. 
This City ſuffer'd very much towards the latter 
end of the ſixteenth Century, during the Wars 
for Religion. Twas at firſt ſeiz'd by the Con- 
federates, who form'd the Republic of the U- 
nited Provinces. The Prince of Parma took it 
from them the 18th of June 1581; but Prince 
Maurice of Orange made himſelf Maſter of it in 
1590, by means of a Boat laden with Turf, under 
== which he had caus'd about threeſcore Soldiers to 
= be conceal'd, who made themſelves Maſters of 
== the Caftle and thereby gave the Prince an Op- 
portunity to take the Town by . 
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For the reſt, this is not one 
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They tella very remarkable Story of one of the 
Soldiers that was hid in that Boat, viz. That 


having a Neceſſity of coughing, he deſir'd one of

This Soldier richly deſerv'd to have his Name

At 
our leaving the King, the Prince of Anhalt, who,

and to pave the way for it, I propos to fav 
the Government a great deal of Charge, by con- 
tenting myſelf with an Abatement of two hundrel 


Crowns per Month leſs than the uſual Salary, 
This Propoſal was ſo well reliſh'd by M. 4 
Grumkau the Miniſter of State, that he proted: 
ed me, and undertook to recommend me to the 


King. I alſo ſpoke of it myſelf to M. 4 Igen, 
the Miniſter for Foreign Affairs, whoſe Daugh:- 
ter was married to the ſaid M. de Kniphauſen. W 
gave this Miniſter to underſtand, that I ſhould 


never have had a' Thought of asking for thi 
Place, if I had not been ſatisfy'd, that M. d 
Kniphauſen himſelf had deſired to be recalled. M. 
4 Igen receiv'd me with the utmoſt Civility, and 
promis'd with an Oath to ſerve me upon this

Happineſs in having ſuch an Opportunity to diſ- 
cover the Reſpect and Veneration which he had 
for my Family. Such extraordinary Complai- 
ſance in a Courtier made me ſuſpect the Sincerity 
of his Intentions, and I was quickly convine'd 
that my Jealouſy was but too well founded. 
When. my Audience was over, this Miniſter 
would needs wait on me to the Door: I oppos'd: 
it as much as I could, but when I fawit-was to 
no purpoſe I gave him his way, and he attend 
ed me to the very Door of my Coach. I us d 
many words with him upon his own "Threſhold.

To compleat my Happineſs, the King recein'® 
an anonymous Letter, aſſuring him that I was 
a true Catholick, and to enforce the Belief of it; 
there was added to the Letter an authentick Cer» 
tificate from Father Denis, before whom I had 
made the Confeſſion of my Faith. The King 
expreſs'd his Reſentment againſt me, and com- 
plain'd that I had impos'd upon him. Several 
People alarm'd me with more Danger than there 
was in reality; however I was not frightened: 
at firſt, for I fuſpected that the only Aim of the 
general Talk was to hinder me from going to 
7 1 1 Court, 
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Court, and did not think that the King was ſo an- 
gry as they gave it out, till at laſt I was appriz'd: 


that his Majeſty had ſome Thoughts of putting 
me under an Arreſt. The Perſon who. came to 
bring me this Intelligence was H— , Who was 
very well with NA the King s Favourite; 


and I gave the more Credit to it, becauſe. I did 


not think that he could be ſo diſhonourable as to 
attempt: to do me an ill Office. This HH 


was a poor Wretch, who after having ſpent a 


handſome Fortune, had a very ſmall Penſion, 
which the King gave him, for having executed 
a Commiſſion at Stralſund with the King of 
Sweden, which few but himſelf would have ac- 
cepted. As his Penſion was too pitiful to ſub- 


fiſt him, ſeveral Perſons reliev'd him; and I 


will venture to fay, That tho' I was not in very 
eaſy Circumſtances my ſelf, yet I was ſome 
Support to him. Nevertheleſs, I can with Truth 
declare it, that he requited me with Ingrati- 
tade, He came to me with an Aggravation of 
that piece of Intelligence, which when all was 
ſaid and done, was not of ſuch a Nature as to 
drive me from the Court; but his manner of di- 


vulging it, made me believe I was ruin'd paſt Re- 


covery, if I perſiſted in ſtaying at Berlin. He 


came one day into my Chamber with a moſt 


dejected Air, and told me, That. he had been juſt 
znform'd by M. de M, that as ſoon as the 
King was return'd, Tfhould infallibly be arreſted ; 

and at the ſame Time he put on ſuch an ex- 
ternal Appearance of Concern to fee me oblig'd 
to fly, that I took all he ſaid for Goſpel, re-

After T had made Money of every thing I ſet" 


out in the Night from Berlin, leaving word at 


home that I was bound to Hanover; but as ſoon. ' 
as I was got out of Townl fteer'd my Courſe 
for Leipſic, where I ſtaid a few days, and then 
went to MENTzZ, where I had a Couſin in the 
Elector's Service, who entertain'd me as a good 
Kinſman would do, and introduc'd me to his 


Maſter, who gave me a moſt gracious Recep- 


tion, I havealready had the Honour to tell you 


of the Prerogatives of the Elector of Ments at the 


Coronation of an Emperor. It only remains for 
me to ſpeak to you of his Perſon. He was Fran- 
cis- Lotharius of Schonborn, of the Illuſtrious Fa- 
mily of the Counts of Schonboru. Beſides the 
Archbiſhopric of Mentz, he had alſo the Biſhop- 
ric of Bamberg. He had then two Coadjutors, the 
Elector of Triers Count Palatine of the Rhine for 
Mentz ; and the Count de Schonborn, Vice-Chan- 
cellor of the Empire, for Bamberg. He might 


then be about ſeventy Years of Age. He was a 


Prince of a noble Aſpect, affable, ador'd by both 
his Domeſtics and his Subjects, and very hearty - 
for every thing that might contribute-to the Tran- 
quility and Honour of the Empire. The City of 
Aentz is oblig'd to him for the noble Works with 
which he has caus' d it to be fortity'd; for it may 
be ſaid he has {par'd no Coſt to put his Capital in 


ſuch a State as to have nothing to fear from 


Foreigners. 
Mentz * ſtands upon a riſing Ground along 


| the Rhine, in ane of the fineſt Parts of Germany. 


Twas formerly no more than a Biſhopric Suffra- 
gan to Triers, but Pope Zachary, -or as ſome ſay 
Gregory III. erected it into an Archbiſhopric, and 
granted him at the ſame time the Frimaey of the

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Churches of Germany. Dis ſaid that the firt 
Biſhop of Mentz, who was honour'd with the Dig- 
nity of Elector, was nam' d Willigiſe, and that ; A 


was the Son of a Cartiorigbt, or, as others ay, a 


Carman of the Village of Schoningen in the 
Country of Brunſwic. He advanc'd himſelf 
purely by his own Merit to the Dignity of Chan- 
cellor to the Emperors Otho III. and Henry II. 
and finally to that of Archbiſhop of Mentæ. But 


in all the height of his Fortune this Prelate con- 


tinued in ſuch an humble Frame of Mind that he 
caus'd Wheels to be painted every where about 
his Palace, that he might have the Badges of the 
Meanneſs of his Extraction always in his Eyes: 
And we are aſſur'd this is the Reaſon Why the 
Electors of Mentz alwas bear in their Arms a 
Wheel Argent in a Field Gules, 

The Chapter of Mentz conſiſts of forty two 
Cem, of whom the Dean and the twenty three 
firſt are call'd Capitulars, and the other Domicel- 
laires. The former only are thoſe that ele& the 


Archbiſhop, who from the Moment that he is 


choſe, becomes an Elector of the Empire. The 
Pope confirms his Election in Spirituals, and the 
Emperor does the ſame in Temporals. The E- 


lector becomes at the ſame time Great Chancellor 


of the Empire of Germany, which gives him the 
Title ef perpetual Dean of the Electors, and an 


Iaſpection into the Aulic Council and the Impe- 


rial Chamber of Metzlar. 


Mentz has a very flouriſning Trade, eſpecially 
in Wines. The belt Vineyards for Rheniſh © 


Wines are in the Dominions - the Elector, and 
eſpecially in the Neighbourhood of Mentx. And 
that which alſo contributes very much to the

of Virtemberg is ſeldom in this Palace, except at 
the time of the Carnival; but as for his Dutcheſs, 
ſhe is there almoſt always, and has a ſeparate 
Houſe from the Duke's, where ſhe lives very 
retir'd. I wiſhed for an Opportunity to pay my 
Reſpects to her, but was depriv'd of that Ho- 
nour, becauſe J had not been introduc'd. to the: 
Duke. This Prince's uſual Reſidence is at Lud 
wighurg a Pleaſure-Houſe which he caus'd. to 
be built ſome Leagues from Stutgard; but while: 
I was at Wirtemberg he was with the whole

is one of the vileſt Places in Germany, yet tis 
very much frequented by reaſon- of its Baths: of 
Mineral Waters, which are ſaid to be à ſove- 
reign Remedy for many Diſeaſes, eſpecially Sct- 
aticas, and for bracing the Nerves.

While the Court was at Wildſtadt, their 
Amuſement in the Morning was the uſe of the 
Baths, where the Duke and the Prince his Son 
gave Gentlemen the Liberty of bathing with 
them; for it muſt be obſerv'd that each Bath 
will hold twenty Perſons very commodiouſly, 
When the Bathing was over, they took their 
Reft. Towards Noon there was an Aſſem- 
bly in the Apartment of the Duke, who went 
from thence to the Apartment of the Heredi- 
tary Princeſs, who lodg'd with the Prince her 
Husband in a Houſe over againſt the Duke's, 
There was a Fable for ſixteen Gueſts very well 
ſerv'd where the Gentlemen eat with the Duke 
and his Children, and none but Pages waited. 
After Dinner the Duke either rode, or caus'd 
others to ride ſome: manag' d Horſes, than which 
J have no where ſeen any that were more beau- 
tiful or better train'd than his were.

While I ftaid at this Court that Diſorder 
which I had been teaz'd with for ſeveral Years 
became at laſt fo ſerious an Affair, that inſtead 
of proceeding to Vienna, to which I at firſt pur- 
pos'd to go, I ſet out for Strasbourg, in hopes 
of finding skilful Surgeons there to make the ne- 


ceſſary Operation upon me. Several offer'd to 


take me in hand, but the King's Lieutenant aſ- 
ſur'd me, that my beſt way wou'd be to Fay 
the Perſon that was Surgeon to the Great Hoſ- 
pital. I did fo, but can't fay I had much rea- 
ſon to like him.
